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INTRODUCTION. 


The  cholera  epidemic  of  the  19th  year  of 
Meiji  (1886)  was  the  most  violent  and  malig¬ 
nant  since  that  of  the  12th  year  of  Meiji  (1 879), 
there  being  155,574  cases,  among  which 
110,086  were  fatal.  Indeed,  there  were  only 
17  days  in  the  whole  year  when  there  were 
no  cases. 

,  The  epidemic  spread  over  the  whole  country, 
an  area  of  3  fa  41  ken  and  even  Hok¬ 
kaido  suffered  from  its  invasion  ;  but  it  was 
most  violent  in  Osaka,  Ishikawa,  Toyama, 
Tokyo,  Fnkui,  and  Niigata.  The  kens  of 
Kagoshima  and  Miyazaki  and  the  northern 
part  of  Hokkaido,  were  the  only  localities 
which  escaped  its  ravages. 

As  to  the  cause  of  its  outbreak  and  pro¬ 
pagation,  accurate  evidence  is  wanting  ;  it  is  an 
undeniable  fact,  however,  that  it  sprang  and 
was  propagated  from  the  widely  spread  germs 
of  the  disease  which  had  laid  dormant  in 
Osaka  the  preceding  year,  there  being  no 
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trace  of  a  fresh  introduction.  Osaka,  in  the 
Autumn  of  the  preceding  year,  had  been 
invaded  by  the  disease  from  Nagasaki ;  but 
after  some  thirty  days  of  prevalence  the 
epidemic  gradually  declined  with  the  approach 
of  the  colder  season  though  it  did  not  then 
entirely  disappear.  One  or  two  cases  kept 
occurring  continually  over  into  the  next  year, 
until  on  the  2nd  of  January  there  were  five 
cases  reported  in  the  Western  and  Southern 
districts  of  the  city  and  in  the  Jen  of  Sakai. 
On  the  3rd,  five  more  cases  were  reported  in 
the  three  Jen  of  the  West,  South,  and  North, 
and  the  Jen  of  Sakai.  From  this  time  forward, 
the  number  of  cases  gradually  increased  until 
the  approach  of  the  warmer  season,  toward 
the  end  of  April,  when  it  had  spread  all  over 
the  city,  where  it  raged  up  to  the  end  of 
October.  During  the  epidemic,  there  were 
ninety-nine  days  in  which  the  daily  number  of 
cases  reported  was  over  one  hundred,  and  four 
days  when  there  were  two  hundred.  Indeed, 
it  was  the  most  severe  epidemic  ever  known 
in  Osaka. 

The  situation  of  Osaka  is  such  that  it 
undoubtedly  favors  the  propagation  of  an 
epidemic  ;  for  the  water  of  the  Yodo  River 
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being  conducted  through  the  city  by  canals 
in  various  directions,  besides  furnishing  a 
convenient  roadway  for  transportation  and 
water-traffic,  also  receives  the  contents  of  the 
-drains  of  the  city,  while  at  the  same  time  it 
supplies  the  city  with  drinking  water. 

The  wells,  for  instance,  keeping  the  same 
level  with  the  canals,  freely  communicate  with 
each  other,  and  thus  the  drinking  water  of  the 
city  is  more  or  less  mingled  with  the  water 
of  the  drains.  Such,  then,  being  the  situation 
of  Osaka,  when  an  epidemic  appears,  the  same 
convenience  for  the  transportation  of  goods, 
furnishes  an  easy  medium  for  the  propagation 
of  disease.  It  is  not  strange,  then,  that  since 
the  10th  year  of  Meiji  (1877),  whenever  an 
epidemic  prevails  the  city  has  been  a  centre 
of  the  epidemic.  Moreover,  in  the  preceding 
year,  there  was  much  rain  after  the  Spring, 
until,  finally,  in  June,  the  Yodo  River  over¬ 
flowed  its  banks  inundating  the  streets  and 
houses.  Hence  the  city  was  rendered  very 
filthy,  in  consequence  of  which  the  concealed 
germs  found  a  favorable  nidus  from  which  the 
disease  appeared  with  the  return  of  the  warm 
weather,  and  finally  ravaged  the  whole  city. 
It  is  also  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that  as  Osaka 
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is  the  commercial  centre  of  Japan,  and  has 
free  communication  in  every  direction,  it  is 
likely  to  become  the  cradle  of  epidemics,  and, 
therefore,  whatever  has  made  its  appearance  in 
various  other  localities  has  had  its  origin  direct¬ 
ly  or  indirectly  in  Osaka.  Observing  the  order 
of  propagation  in  the  different  parts  of  this 
country,  we  find,  that  previous  to  the  epidemic 
of  Osaka,  the  disease  appeared  in  the  two  ken 
of  Tokushima  and  Wakayama,  exhibiting  a 
tendency  to  spread,  but  fortunately  abated 
without  violent  manifestations.  When,  how¬ 
ever,  the  epidemic  became  violent  in  Osaka, 
the  disease  at  once  broke  out  from  germs 
disseminated  in  Kyoto,  and  although  there  were 
only  three  or  four  cases  on  the  1st  day  of  May, 
on  the  9th  it  suddenly  took  on  an  epidemic 
form  and  produced  eighteen  new  cases  a  day. 

In  Hyogo  ken,  it  exhibited  a  malignant  char¬ 
acter  in  the  beginning  of  April,  and  became 
epidemic  there  after  having  become  so  in 
Kyoto.  At  this  tune  the  whole  district  of 
Wakayama  ken  became  infected,  while  in 
Tokushima  it  broke  out  afresh.  But  though 
it  began  to  decline  once  more  in  Tokushima, 
the  disease  appeared  almost  simultaneously  in 
the  two  kzn  of  Ehime  and  Hiroshima  on 
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opposite  sides  of  the  sea,  and  soon  invaded 
Okayama,  spreading  in  the  other  direction,  far 
North  to  Toyama  where  it  already  exhibited  a 
malignant  character. 

Toward  the  end  of  June,  when  the  epidemic 
in  Osaka,  Kyoto,  and  the  neighboring  regions 
had  become  more  and  more  violent,  it  appeared 
simultaneously  in  Kanagawa  and  Yamaguchi, 
situated  opposite  each  other  East  and  West, 
and  extended  to  Mie  and  Aiclii  on  the  Tokaiclo, 
(the  road  extending  from  Tokyo  to  Kyoto 
along  the  Eastern  coast).  While  the  epidemic 
in  Mie  was  raging  with  activity,  in  Toyama  it 
became  more  and  more  violent,  until  about 
the  middle  of  July  it  affected  the  whole  district, 
and  exhibiting  intense  malignancy  raged  with 
almost  unexampled  severity.  Toward  the  end 
of  the  same  month,  the  epidemic  of  Kanagawa 
finally  reached  Tokyo,  where  the  number  of 
deaths  was  greater  than  in  any  epidemic  since 
that  of  the  period  of  Ansei  (1858).  The  disease 
at  this  time  also  invaded  Chiba. 

The  disease  next  broke  out  in  Niigata  and 
Ishikawa,  on  the  East  and  West  of  Toyama,  and 
in  Shimane  and  Fukuoka,  on  the  South  and 
North  of  Yamaguchi.  The  infection  of  Ishikawa 
was  followed  by  that  of  Fukui,  and  that  of 
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Fukuoka  _by  Saga  and  Nagasaki,  and  soon 
after  by  Oita. 

In  the  South,  from  this  time  to  the  middle  of 
August  it  appeared  in  Kochi,  and  in  the  North 
and  East  in  Akita,  Yamagata,  Hakodate,  and 
Sapporo.  It  next  occurred  in  the  mountainous 
regions  of  Yamanashi  and  Nagano,  followed  in 
order  by  Saitama,  Ibaragi,  Tottori,  &c.  There 
were  also  some  cases  in  Gumma,  Iwate,  Fuku- 
shima,  Gifu,  and  Shizuoka,  &c.  Moreover, 
while  it  was  making  such  invasions  in  various 
directions,  it  did  not  decline  in  the  formerly 
infected  localities,  but  raged  there  with  in¬ 
creased  virulence.  During  the  week  from  the 
19th  to  the  25th  of  August,  when  the  disease 
was  at  its  height  throughout  the  country,  there 
were  as  many  as  two  thousand  new  cases  daily. 
Notwithstanding  the  decline  in  Mie,  Aichi, 
Okayama,  Tottori,  Saitama,  Ibaragi,  Saga  and 
Wakayama  from  the  end  of  August,  the  dis¬ 
ease  spread  far  North  into  Miyagi  and  Aomori, 
and  far  South  into  Okinawa  beyond  the  sea, 
and  ravaged  the  country  in  these  opposite 
points  of  the  compass  at  the  same  time.  The 
condition  of  Osaka,  which  was  the  centre,  did 
not  show  any  signs  of  improvement  even  at 
this  time,  and  it  was  only  toward  the  end  of 
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September, that  any  decline  was  apparent,  when 
the  cases  in  the  whole  country  had  reached 
180,000,  out  of  which  more  than  SO, 000  cases 
proved  fatal.  From  this  time  the  daily  num¬ 
bers  of  new  cases  began  to  decrease  gradually, 
so  that  in  Akita,  Yamanashi  and  Sapporo  it 
almost  disappeared,  while  in  Kochi,  Fukuoka, 
Chiba,  Shimane,  Nagano  and  Nagasaki  it  dec¬ 
lined  somewhat.  In  October,  the  reports  from 
Kanagawa,  Tokyo,  Fukui,  Hakodate,  Yama- 
gata,  Kyoto,  Hiroshima,  Yamaguchi,  Niigata 
and  Oita  showed  a  decline,  to  which  Osaka, 
Hyogo,  Ehime,  Ishikawa,  Toyama  and  Aomori 
followed  successively.  But  in  Miyagi  and 
Okinawa  it  still  prevailed  until  November  when 
it  began  to  disappear,  though,  it  was  only 
toward  the  first  part  of  December  that  cases 
ceased  to  be  reported  throughout  the  country. 

It  was  in  the  5th  year  of  Bunsei,  that  the 
cholera  visited  this  country  for  the  first  time, 
and  though  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  accurately 
the  condition  of  the  country  in  those  days,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  it  was  brought  here  by  Dutch 
ships  which  were  engaged  in  trade  between 
Nagasaki  and  Java.  At  first  it  appeared  in 
the  South-eastern  part  and  gradually  advancing 
Eastward  to  the  neighboring  provinces  of  Kyoto, 
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at  last  spread  over  the  whole  country.  This 
is  known  as  the  first  epidemic. 

After  the  lapse  of  30  years,  in  June  of  the 
5th  year  of  Ansei  (1858),  it  broke  out  in  the 
harbor  of  Nagasaki,  invaded  Kyushu  (9  pro¬ 
vinces  viz.,  Chikuzen,  Chikugo,  Buzen,  Bungo, 
Iiizen,  Higo,  Satsuma,  Osumi,  Hyuga),  and 
Chugoku  (8  central  provinces  viz.,  Harima, 
Mimasaka,  Bizen,  Bitchu,  Bingo,  Aki,  Suwo, 
Nagato),  then  Osaka  and  Kyoto,  and  finally 
reached  Yedo  and  Hakodate.  It  raged  daring 
the  space  of  3  years  and  disappeared  in  the  first 
year  of  Bunkyu  (I860).  According  to  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  Dr.  Pompey  van  Meerdervort,  who  then 
resided  in  Nagasaki,  the  epidemic  was  brought 
from  China  by  the  United  States’  men-of-war. 
This  was  the  second  epidemic,  and  known  as 
the  cholera  epidemic  of  Ansei,  the  severity  of 
which  we  still  have  reason  to  remember. 

The  next  visitation  of  the  cholera  was  in 
September  of  the  10th  year  of  Meiji  (1877),  when 
it  first  broke  out  in  Nagasaki  and  Yokohama. 
From  Nagasaki  it  extended  to  Kagoshima  and 
Kumamoto,  from  whence  following  the  return 
of  the  victorious  army,  it  visited  Kyoto,  Osaka 
and  their  vicinities,  while  from  Yokohama, 
Tokyo  and  the  surrounding  hen  were  infected. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  was  13,7 10,  of  which 
7,967  were  fatal.  From  that  period,  as  com¬ 
munication  with  foreign  countries  became  more 
and  more  easy  and  frequent,  the  invasions  of 
the  epidemic  became  more  frequent  too.  In 
the  11th  year  of  Meiji  (1878),  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  was  967,  of  which  275  proved 
fatal.  It  is  hardly  proper  to  call  the  cholera 
of  that  year  an  epidemic,  but  it  was  from  the 
widely  spread  germs  of  the  disease  remaining 
over  until  the  following  year  of  Meiji  (1879), 
that  the  disease  made  its  greatest  ravages. 
The  total  number  of  cases  was  162,627  and 
that  of  deaths  105,786,  the  South-western 
localities  being  most  severely  attacked.  There 
was  no  cholera  during  the  loth  and  14th  years 
of  Meiji,  (1880-1),  but  in  the  15tli  (1882),  it 
appeared  in  Yokohama  and  spread  considerably 
toward  the  North-east.  The  total  number  of 
cases  in  that  year  was  51,618,  of  which  32,076 
proved  fatal. 

Again,  after  a  lapse  of  two  years,  in  July  of  the 
18th  year  (1885),  it  broke  out  in  Nagasaki,  and 
after  raging  in  Kyushu  for  more  than  a  month, 
it  invaded  the  East,  carrying  off  7,152  victims 
out  of  11,927  cases.  From  the  widely  spread 
germs  remaining  over  until  the  following  year,

the  disease  broke  out  early  in  the  year  and 
raged  with  unexampled  intensity  such  as  had 
been  unknown  since  the  12th  year  of  Meiji 
(1879).  Although  the  number  of  patients  was 
less  than  during  the  12th  year,  yet  the  death- 
rate  was  far  greater.  As  we  have  no  accurate 
statistics  at  hand,  we  have  no  means  of  know¬ 
ing  the  real  number  of  cases  in  the  epidemic 
of  the  period  of  Ansei ;  but  there  has  been 
nothing  like  the  malignancy  of  the  epidemic 
of  this  last  year,  since  that  of  the  lOtli  year  of 
Meiji  (1877).  The  frequency  of  cholera  epi¬ 
demics  has  caused  more  loss  of  life  than  any 
other  natural  calamity  :  for,  besides  injuring 
the  health  and  taking  the  lives,  it  alarms  the 
whole  people,  hinders  every  occupation,  and 
trade,  and  thus  interrupts  the  progress  of  civi¬ 
lization.  Hence,  it  has  come  to  be  that  more 
attention  is  being  paid  to  the  methods  of  the 
prevention  of  disease,  while  the  modes  of  in¬ 
spection,  the  measures  of  disinfection  and  pre¬ 
vention  have  become  systematic  and  thorough 
and  according  to  the  most  recent  methods 
of  Western  science.  The  people,  too,  at  large, 
have  come  to  appreciate  the  importance  of 
sanitation,  while  the  officers  engaged  in  sani¬ 
tary  work  have  gained  in  experience,  so  that 
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the  work  goes  on  smoothly  between  the 
authorities  and  the  people,  without  the  least 
misunderstanding  or  ill-feeling. 

The  reason  that  the  epidemic  of  this  last 
year  prevailed  so  violently  in  spite  of  all 
the  precautionary  means  used,  including 
inspection  and  disinfection  as  systematic  and 
thorough  as  was  possible,  was  owing  to  the 
impurity  of  the  drinking  water  and  the  filthy 
state  of  the  country.  It  is  quite  important,  of 
course,  to  pay  attention  to  the  preservation  of 
health,  and  to  carry  out  the  measures  for 
inspection  and  disinfection  properly  at  the 
time  of  epidemics  ;  but  the  greatest  efficacy  of 
the  measures  of  prevention  cannot  be  attained 
until  some  strict  measures  are  taken  to  insure 
purity  of  the  drinking  water  and  efficiency  of 
construction  of  the  sewers  and  other  drains.

BRIEF  REVIEW 

OF  THE 

OPERATIONS

IN  CONNECTION  WITH 

THE  CHOLERA  EPIDEMIC 

OF  THE 

l!)lli  Year  of  Meiji  (1886). 

SECTION  I. 

General  Nature  of  the  Epidemic.. 

On  the  30th  of  January  of  the  19th  year  of 
Meiji,  a  fisherman  of  Komatsushima-ura,  Katsu- 
ura  gun  (Department),  Tokushima  ken  (Prefec¬ 
ture),  was  taken  ill  while  in  a  boat,  and  was  land¬ 
ed  at  Nakashima-ura,  Naka  gun.  At  first  lie 
was  attended  and  visited  in  the  ordinary  way, 
no  one  knowing  the  nature  of  the  disease  :  and 
thus  several  persons  were  soon  infected  and  in 
a  few  days  the  disease  spread  over  a  number 
of  fishing  villages,  until  in  one  day  the  number 
of  cases  reached  more  than  20.  Although  a 
few  fresh  cases  continued  to  occur  for  a  few 
days  more,  the  disease  markedly  subsided 
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towards  the  middle  of  February,  and  on  the 
23rd  of  that  month  entirely  disappeared  in 
that  region,  the  whole  number  of  cases  being 
a  little  above  100.  Near  the  end  of  March, 
a  fisherman  of  Zogasaki-ura,  Ama  gun ,  Waka¬ 
yama  ken ,  was  attacked  on  the  sea  of 
Ki-i,  and  brought  the  disease  to  his  native 
place  from  which  it  soon  communicated  itself 
to  the  whole  village,  and  spread  to  the  neigh¬ 
boring  village  of  Waka,  Tano-ura.  The  disease 
began  to  subside  toward  the  middle  of  April 
in  that  locality,  but  not  until  it  had  already 
spread  over  the  whole  prefecture. 

Previous  to  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  in 
the  ken  of  Tokushima  and  Wakayama,  there 
were  cases  continually  occurring  in  Osaka 
from  the  2nd  of  January.  Toward  the  close  of 
April,  it  became  epidemic  there  also,  while  in 
Hyogo  and  Kyoto  it  gradually  began  to  make 
its  appearence. 

In  May,  the  disease  at  Kyoto  extended  from 
the  ku  of  Kami-Kyo  and  Shimo-Kyo  to  Ki-i  gun 
and  took  epidemic  form,  while  that  of  Osaka 
spread  to  several  gun.  On  the  17th,  there  were 
more  than  100  new  cases  in  Osaka,  and  from  that 
date  becoming  more  and  more  active  often  filled 
up  the  cholera  hospitals  at  Tennoji  and  Nagara. 
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At  this  time  there  were  8  cases  in  Tsuna  gun 
and  Kobe  ku  in  Hyogo  ken ,  whence  it  extended 
to  the  gun  of  Kawanobe,  Ubara,  Akashi  and 
Shikito,  and  became  more  violent  than  at 
Kyoto.  At  Ehime  there  was  a  simultaneous 
outbreak  of  the  disease  in  the  3  gun  of  Wake, 
Onsen  and  Iyo,  where  new  cases  were  con¬ 
tinuously  reported.  In  Hiroshima  ken,  it  first 
appeared  in  Hiroshima  ku,  and  extended  to 
Toyoda  gun  and  also  to  the  gun  of  Aki, 
Numakuma  and  Takamiya.  The  number  of 
cases  increased  once  more  in  Wakayama,  cases 
also  occurring  in  Okayama  and  the  disease 
having  an  inclination  to  spread  in  all  directions. 

In  June,  there  were  cases  in  every  part  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  Osaka  fu,  the  places  infected 
being  the  gun  of  Sumiyoshi,  Shimakami, 
Shimashimo,  Teshima,  Iline,  Mamda,  Soshimo 
and  Toiclii,  besides  the  city  of  Osaka  and  ku 
of  Sakai. 

Next,  the  epidemic  appeared  in  the  gun  of 
Wakae  and  Minami,  and  prevailed  in  the  gun 
of  Katsuge,  Heguri  and  Yamanobe,  d*c.  In 
Kyoto  and  Hyogo  it  continued  as  before.  In 
Ehime  ken,  the  whole  prefecture  became  in¬ 
fected,  cases  increasing  in  number  day  after 
day.  In  Hiroshima  ken,  the  gun  of  Kamo, 
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Mitsugi  ancl  Fnkatsu  were  also  attacked,  while 
in  Hiroshima  ku  and  other  gun,  the  disease 
was  very  active.  In  Okayama  ken,  a  few 
stray  cases  still  occurred  in  different  gun, 
but  hardly  enough  to  warrant  the  term  of 
“  epidemic.” 

In  Aiclii  ken,  there  suddenly  appeared  10 
cases  in  the  ku  of  Nagoya,  on  the  8th  of  this 
month.  New  cases  were  constantly  reported, 
though  never  exceeding  10  per  day.  In  Mie 
ken,  the  cholera  broke  out  in  Kuwana  in  the 
middle  of  the  month,  gradually  increasing 
towards  the  end. 

In  Yamaguchi  ken,  the  disease  appeared  in 
Tsuno  gun  in  the  middle  of  the  month,  and 
also  in  the  gun  of  Amu  and  Kumage  toward 
the  end  of  the  month,  and  invading  Bakwan 
assumed  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic.  In 
Toyama,  it  broke  out  in  Imaisuruki,  Tonami 
gun,  in  the  beginning  of  the  month,  and,  as  the 
discharges  were  thrown  into  the  river,  there 
soon  appeared  several  cases  along  the  banks, 
though  it  disappeared  soon  without  spreading. 
On  the  25th,  however,  it  again  appeared  in  the 
gun  of  Iinizu  and  Tonami,  and  from  that  time 
cases  began  to  increase. 

In  the  first  week  of  July  the  disease  sud- 
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denly  broke  out  in  Yokohama,  Kanagawa  hen. 
Previous  to  this,  however,  on  the  28th  of  June, 
there  was  one  case  in  Hanasaki-cho,  and  on  the 
1st  of  this  month,  the  disease  spread  along  the 
street,  affecting  Fukushima-cho  and  spreading 
to  the  neighborhood  soon  became  prevalent 
over  the  whole  hu,  so  that  on  the  18th,  when 
the  epidemic  had  reached  its  height,  the 
number  of  new  cases  was  134,  and  103  on  the 
next  day  in  Yokohama.  From  this  time  it 
advanced  to  the  gun  of  Kuragi,  Tachibana, 
Mi  lira  and  Koza  where  it  became  epidemic. 
The  epidemic  from  Yokohama  finally  invaded 
Tokyo,  where  it  appeared  first  in  Hama-cho, 
Sanchome,  Nihonbashi  hu  on  the  9th.  It  also 
broke  out  simultaneously  in  Midori-cho,  Itcho- 
me,  Honjo  hu,  and  at  Imado-cho,  Asakusa  hu, 
the  disease  being  propagated  by  contact  and 
communication  with  the  affected  wards  of  the 
city,  and  by  the  sale  of  edibles,  thus  laying 
the  foundation  of  the  great  epidemic  at  Tokyo, 
of  this  year.  These,  however,  were  the  only 
cases  which  could  be  traced  at  the  beginning  of 
the  epidemic.  In  the  middle  of  the  month  it 
broke  out  in  the  Kyobashi  hu  and  spread  to 
the  hu  of  Nihonbashi,  Honjo,  Fukagawa,  and 
Asakusa,  becoming  more  and  more  active  day 
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by  day  as  it  gathered  force  and  extended  itself 
toward  the  last  of  the  month  to  Chiba,  where 
it  assumed  epidemic  form.  Yamanashi  ken 
also  suffering  from  its  invasion.  Preceding  the 
epidemic  of  Tokyo,  the  disease  in  the  gun  of 
Tonami  and  Imizu,  Toyama  ken ,  gradually 
became  epidemic,  and  from  the  middle  of  the 
month,  it  extended  to  Kami-Niikawa  gun,  and 
at  last  prevailed  over  the  whole  jurisdiction, 
so  that  from  the  24th,  there  were  over  100 
cases  daily.  From  the  same  day,  the  disease 
became  epidemic  in  the  village  of  Onebu. 
Ivahoku  gun,  Ishikawa  ken,  exhibiting  great 
activity.  At  the  beginning  of  its  epidemic  pre¬ 
valent  in  the  locality  of  Toyama,  two  or  three 
scattered  cases  were  met  with  in  the  gun  of 
Naka-Kubiki  and  Kita-Kambara,  Niigata  ken. 
It  gradually  gathered  strength  until  in  Nishi- 
Kubiki  gun  40  new  cases  suddenly  appeared 
on  the  18th.  From  here  it  extended  in  every 
direction  and  became  very  active  increasing 
in  strength  in  Naka-Kubiki  gun  at  the  same 
time.  While  prevailing  thus  violently  in  both 
gun,  it  also  invaded  Niigata,  ku  and  Naka-Kam- 
bara  gun.  The  epidemic  was  so  malignant 
in  its  nature  and  active  in  its  progress,  that  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  cope  with  it.  Next 
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to  Ishikawa  ken,  Fakui  ken,  on  the  19tli,  had 
a  few  cases  which  appeared  in  Shimizutani- 
ura  and  Aikawa-nra,  spreading  through  the 
vicinity,  the  number  of  cases  increasing  more 
and  more,  until  the  gun  of  Ashiba  and  Sakai 
were  also  infected.  Tlius  the  ken  of  the  Iioku- 
rikudo  (the  general  name  for  that  division  of 
the  country,  included  within  the  7  provinces 
of  Wakasa,  Echizen,  Kaga,  Noto,  Etcliu,  Echigo 
and  Sado)  were  all  affected.  The  epidemic  of 
Osaka  fu  became  more  and  more  violent, 
extending  to  the  gun  of  Otori,  Izumi,  Furuichi, 
Tannan,  Tanlioku,  Shibukawa,  Shikijyo,  Slii- 
kige  and  Katsujyo,  and  thus  prevailing  over  the 
whole  prefecture,  the  4  ku  of  Osaka,  and 
Nishinari  gun  suffering  most  severely.  The 
daily  number  of  cases  in  the  whole  prefecture 
was  almost  200,  and  on  the  28tli  exceeded 
200.  The  disease  in  Kyoto  then  became  less 
prevalent,  but  there  was  no  change  at  Hyogo. 

In  Wakayama,  cases  increased  in  number  in 
the  various  gun  toward  the  end  of  the  month. 
Thus  the  epidemic  in  the  neighboring  regions 
of  Kyoto  and  Osaka  became  more  and  more 
violent,  but  that  in  the  ken  of  the  Tokaido 
was  not  particularly  active.  The  disease  in 
Wataras  gun,  Mie  ken ,  taking  an  epidemic 
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form  for  a  time,  spread  over  several  gun ,  not 
becoming,  however,  very  severe.  Of  NankaidO 
(the  general  name  for  that  division  of  the 
country  included  within  the  6  provinces  of 
Kii,  Awaji,  Awa,  Sanuki,  Iyo  and  Tosa),  the 
gun  of  Ehime  hen  were  in  the  same  condition. 
The  two  gun  of  Wake  and  Onsen  suffered 
most  at  first,  but  after  the  middle  of  the 
month  it  was  most  malignant  in  Nii  gun,  when 
Kochi  hen  was  also  attacked  by  the  disease. 
The  epidemic  of  Chugoku  or  the  Central 
provinces,  became  more  and  more  active.  In 
Hiroshima  hen,  it  was  as  severe  as  before.  In 
Yamaguclii  hen,  the  cases  in  Amu  gun  sud¬ 
denly  increased,  hut  just  as  it  reached  its 
height,  the  epidemic  very  suddenly  declined. 
The  cases  in  Bakwan  increased  rapidly,  so 
that  there  was  no  gun  in  which  there  were  not 
some  patients.  The  epidemic  from  Yamaguchi 
hen,  finally  invaded  Shimane  hen,  where  from 
the  last  part  of  the  month  it  gradually 
exhibited  a  tendency  to  spread  in  the  gun  of 
Shimane,  lu  and  Naka.  In  the  several  hen 
of  Kyushu  the  disease  manifested  itself  in 
epidemic  form  in  this  month.  In  Fukuoka  hen, 
it  appeared  in  Kiku  gun  which  is  very  near. 
Bakwan,  from  whence  it  spread  to  the  gun  of 
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Onga  and  Munakata,  Saga  ken  was  attacked  in 
Higashi-Matsura  gun,  and  Oita  ken  in  Higashi- 
Kunisaki  gun.  In  Nagasaki  ken ,  the  disease 
gradually  manifested  its  presence  in  Nagasaki 
and  its  neighborhood,  though  the  epidemic  was 
not  very  active  in  Kyushu  at  this  time.  In 
the  closing  days  toward  the  end  of  the  month 
sporadic  cases  began  to  appear  in  Aomori, 
Akita,  Yamagata  and  Hakodate  in  the  north, 
and  from  the  28th,  the  daily  number  of  new 
cases  in  the  whole  country  exceeded  1000.  In 
the  month  of  August  the  epidemic  attained  its 
height  and  greatest  malignancy  increasing  in 
severity  simultaneously  throughout  the  whole 
country,  until  the  number  of  new  cases  in  a 
day  was  over  1000.  During  11  days  of  this 
month,  more  than  2000  cases  appeared  daily, 
the  number  of  cases  in  the  week  ending  the 
25th  was  15,000,  and  that  of  the  whole  month 
over  57,000,  out  of  which  more  than  37,000 
cases  proved  fatal.  In  Tokyo,  after  the  3rd 
day  of  the  month  the  daily  number  of  patients 
in  the  15  ku  exceeded  100,  which  after  the 
18th  increased  to  over  200,  finally  reaching  and 
exceeding  300  on  the  1st,  and  so  continued 
for  3  days  to  the  2nd  day  of  September. 
During  this  time  the  number  of  cases  was 
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the  greatest  ever  known  in  Tokyo.  The  five 
cholera  hospitals  were  all  filled  and  stretchers 
for  carrying  the  patients  blocked  up  the 
thoroughfares  so  that  the  traffic  was  almost 
suspended,  and  although  the  furnaces  of  the 
crematories  were  in  operation  day  and  night, 
the  coffins  brought  in  could  not  be  disposed 
of  fast  enough  to  make  way  for  the  continuous 
stream  of  fresh  arrivals,  and  so  accumulating 
the  state  of  affairs  became  inexpressibly  miser¬ 
able. 

In  Kanagawa  ken,  the  daily  number  of 
cases  was  more  than  100,  as  in  the  preceding 
month,  but  the  number  somewhat  decreased 
toward  the  middle  of  the  month.  In  Chiba 
ken,  the  numbers  gradually  increased  until 
the  19th,  when  the  number  of  cases  reached 
100,  but  it  also  declined  there  somewhat 
toward  the  last  of  the  month.  In  the  ken 
of  Saitama  and  Ibaragi,  the  epidemic  only 
prevailed  for  a  while  in  the  middle  of  the 
month  declining  soon  after.  After  this  time, 
the  disease  became  epidemic  on  the  Naka- 
sendo,  (the  name  of  an  inland  road  leading 
from  Tokyo  to  Kyoto!.  In  Yamanashi  ken,  the 
cases  gradually  increased  in  Minami-Tsuru 
gun  where  it  first  appeared  in  the  last  days 
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of  July.  From  the  beginning  of  this  month 
the  epidemic  extended  to  Kita-Tsuru  gun,  and 
prevailed  for  a  while  in  both  gun,  disappearing, 
however,  without  becoming  severe,  about  the 
middle  of  the  month.  The  disease  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  Nagano  ken  by  laborers  employed 
in  the  construction  of  the  Naoezu  railway  in 
Niigata  ken ,  resulting  in  7  cases  in  Kita-.Saku 
gun  and  more  than  10  in  Kami-Minachi  gun , 
by  the  1st  of  the  month.  The  discharges  of  the 
first  patient  in  Kami-Minachi  gun ,  which  were 
thrown  into  the  river,  spread  the  disease  along 
its  banks,  producing  an  epidemic  of  a  very 
virulent -type.  In  the  middle  of  the  month, 
it  extended  to  the  gun  of  Shimo-Takai  and 
Shimo-Minachi,  and  on  the  17th,  the  number 
of  new  patients  in  the  whole  jurisdiction 
exceeded  100,  while  the  disease  in  4  gun 
gained  in  severity  day  by  day.  In  this  month, 
the  epidemic  in  Toyama  ken  suddenly  acquired 
new  impulse,  and  prevailed  with  unexampled 
severity  and  malignancy.  On  the  13th  day 
there  were  more  than  200  new  cases,  cn  the 
19th  more  than  300,  and  on  the  25th,  462,  of 
which  173  cases  were  in  Kami-Niikawa  gun. 
For  two  weeks  there  were  over  300  cases 
daily,  so  that  it  could  be  compared  to  no  other 
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locality  in  the  whole  country  with  respect  to 
the  intensity  of  the  disease  and  the  number  of 
cases.  In  Niigata  ken,  the  epidemic  suddenly 
became  as  violent  as  in  Toyama,  raging 
furiously  in  Niigata  ku  and  the  gun  of  Minarni, 
Nishi,  Kita  and  Naka-Kambara,  Naka  and 
Nishi-Kubiki,  Iwafune,  Kamo  and  Hamo.  On 
the  11th,  the  number  of  new  cases  exceeded 
200  and  on  the  15th  reached  366,  the  common 
schools  and  markets  having  been  closed  in 
consequence.  Finally,  it  prevailed  over  the 
whole  prefecture  viz :  one  ku  and  18  gun, 
and  made  terrible  ravages.  In  Toyama  and 
Niigata  ken  the  epidemic  was  more  violent 
than  in  any  other  in  the  whole  country,  the 
miserable  condition  of  which  was  indeed 
inexpressible.  The  cholera  in  Ishikawa  ken 
gradually  increasing,  exhibited  in  the  last  of 
the  month  a  strong  tendency  to  spread.  In 
Fukui  ken,  the  number  of  new  cases  in  each 
of  the  gun  of  Nifu,  Ashihu  and  Sakai  reached 
over  10  when  the  disease  had  already  spread 
over  the  whole  prefecture.  On  the  7th,  the 
number  exceeded  100,  the  gun  of  Nifu  suffering 
most  severely.  When  the  disease  in  Nifu  gun 
had  somewhat  declined,  toward  the  last  of  the 
month,  it  appeared  in  Ono  gun,  from  whence 
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it  became  very  violent,  the  epidemic  in  the 
other  gun  increasing  at  the  same  time.  The 
daily  number  of  new  cases  reached  more  than 
100,  and  on  the  26th  was  190,  which  was  the 
greatest  number  in  this  ken  during  the  entire 
year. 

In  Osaka  acme  of  the  epidemic  occurred 
during  the  last  days  of  July,  and  the  first  ten 
days  of  the  month  next  on  each  day  of  which, 
from  the  5tli  to  the  7th,  there  having  been  more 
than  200  new  cases  reported.  The  violence  of 
the  disease  did  not  diminish  toward  the  end  of 
.  the  month  so  the  whole  number  of  cases  during 
this  time  was  more  than  5,000,  which  was 
greater  in  comparison  than  at  Tokyo.  The 
disease  at  Hyogo  did  not  abate,  but  there  was 
no  day  when  the  number  of  patients  exceeded 
100.  At  the  time  when  in  the  gun  of  Kyoto 
fu,  it  showed  an  inclination  to  disappear,  it 
manifested  itself  in  Kasa  gun  in  the  province 
of  Tango,  whence  extending  to  the  gun  of 
Yosa  and  Takeno,  it  assumed  the  proportions 
of  an  epidemic.  In  W akayama  ken ,  the 
epidemic  was  at  its  height  from  the  beginning 
to  the  middle  of  the  month.,  but  the  daily 
number  of  cases  did  not  greatly  exceed  60, 
and  decidedly  declined  towards  the  latter  part 
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of  the  month.  At  the  same  time,  too,  the 
epidemic  in  Ehime  considerably  diminished, 
and  entirely  disappeared  in  the  gun  of  Wake 
and  Onsen  where  it  was  so  active  at  first.  In 
Kochi  ken,  it  gradually  became  violent  especial¬ 
ly  in  the  gun  of  Kochi  and  Nagaoka,  and 
later  in  Agawa  gun,  finally  prevailing  over  the 
whole  jurisdiction.  With  the  exception  of 
Hata  gun ,  Kochi  gun  suffering  most  severely. 
But  towards  the  end  of  the  month  the  cases  in 
all  the  gun  together  decreased  in  number. 

In  Hiroshima  ken,  the  epidemic  was  most 
severe  in  Hiroshima,  Aki,  Mitsugi  and  Numa- 
kuma,  the  daily  number  of  new  cases  finally 
reaching  over  100  and  not  declining  toward 
the  end  of  the  month.  In  Okayama  ken,  it 
ceased  to  be  epidemic,  only  scattered  cases 
appearing  here  and  there  in  the  prefecture. 
Even  during  the  epidemic,  the  daily  number 
did  not  exceed  40,  the  larger  number  of  cases 
being  due  to  the  great  extent  of  the  infected 
region  and  the  duration  of  the  epidemic. 

In  Yamaguchi  ken,  it  prevailed  as  before, 
but  in  the  end  of  the  month  began  to  decline 
for  a  while.  In  Shimane  ken,  it  prevailed 
over  the  whole  prefecture  and  in  Tottori  ken 
there  appeared  30  new  cases  in  Iwai  gun  on 
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the  13th,  showing  an  epidemic  form  for  a 
time,  but  soon  subsided.  Thus  the  localities 
of  Chugoku  manifested  a  favourable  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  Hiroshima.  Of  the  ken 
of  Kyushu,  the  epidemic  was  most  severe  in 
Fukuoka  and  Nagasaki.  In  Fukuoka  ken ,  the 
disease  prevailed  in  Fukuoka  hu  and  the  gun 
of  Ivasuya,  Geza  and  Mii,  varying  in  severity 
till  it  finally  declined  somewhat  toward  the 
end  of  the  month.  In  Nagasaki  ken ,  the 
cases  were  less  than  in  Fukuoka,  but  did  not 
diminish  toward  the  last  part  of  the  month. 
In  the  ken  of  Saga  and  Oita,  the  number  of 
cases  did  not  reach  30. 

In  the  northern  part,  the  epidemic  began  in 
the  gun  of  Minami- Akita  and  Yamamoto,  in 
Akita  ken,  in  the  early  part  of  the  month,  and 
in  the  middle  of  the  month,  spread  over  the 
whole  prefecture  the  daily  number  of  new 
cases  suddenly  increasing  to  over  100.  In 
Yamagata  ken ,  what  occurred  in  the  gun  of 
Nishi-Tagawa  and  Akumi,  in  the  last  part  of 
July,  furnished  the  cases,  which  increasing- 
in  activity  finally  became  an  epidemic.  In 
Aomori  ken,  the  disease  appeared  in  the  gun 
of  Higashi  and  Kita-Tsugaru,  gradually  in¬ 
creasing  in  activity,  and  extending  to  the  gun 
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of  Shimo-Kita,  Naka-Tsugaru  and  Kami-Kita 
became  quite  violent.  In  the  North-eastern 
part,  on  the  contrary,  to  the  South-eastern  part, 
the  epidemic  became  severe  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  month  for  the  first  time.  The  locality 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Branch  Office 
of  Hokkaido- Cho  at  Hakodate  received  the 
disease  from  Yokohama  and  Akita,  which 
gradually  spread  over  several  gun.  From  the 
3rd  day  of  the  month,  new  cases  appeared 
daily  in  the  ku  of  Hakodate,  in  the  middle  of 
the  month  it  became  epidemic  including  the 
gun  of  Kameda,  Kamiiso,  Matsumae,  Hiyama 
and  Sutsutsu,  and  was  more  violent  towards 
the  end  of  the  month.  In  the  locality  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Main  Office,  it  appeared 
at  intervals  along  the  street  of  Irouchi  in 
Takashima  gun  and  gradually  spread  in  the 
district,  and  at  last  became  epidemic  the  daily 
number  of  cases  reaching  30,  even  before  the 
30th  of  the  month. 

Even  in  September,  the  epidemic  throughout 
the  country  was  as  violent  as  before,  the  daily 
number  of  new  cases  being  over  1,000,  only 
showing  a  lower  figure  during  the  last  two 
days,  the  whole  number  of  cases  during  the 
month  exceeding  44,000.  In  the  North-eastern 
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part,  it  was  as  active  as  before.  In  Akita  ken, 
when  the  disease  in  Kita-Akita  gun  declined, 
it  re-appeared  in  Okachi  gun  while  in  other 
gun  it  was  sometimes  violent  and  sometimes 
on  the  decline.  In  Yamagata  ken,  it  gradually 
spread  out  in  every  direction  keeping  the 
epidemic  form  as  before.  In  Aomori  ken,  it 
finally  reached  Sannohe  gun  and  thus  became 
epidemic  over  the  whole  jurisdiction.  From 
the  12th,  the  number  of  new  cases  averaged 
over  100,  and  from  the  15th  increased  to  more 
than  200.  The  epidemic  was  most  severe  hi 
Sannohe  gun,  and  as  regards  the  malignancy 
of  the  disease,  Aomori  ken  did  not  fare  better 
than  Toyama  ken.  Previous  to  this,  before 
the  disease  had  actually  become  epidemic,  the 
natives  fearing  its  approach,  retired  in  com¬ 
pany  to  a  mountain  where  they  were  exposed 
to  the  weather  for  several  days,  eating  fruits 
and  young  shoots  of  shrubs.  Though  they 
were  at  a  distance  from  the  epidemic,  as  they 
were  ignorant  of  the  means  of  preventing  the 
disease  and  neglected  to  preserve  health,  they 
were  likely  to  be  attacked  when  the  disease 
made  its  appearance  among  them.  They  were 
bewildered  and  knew  not  where  to  go,  a 
miserable  condition  indeed.  Miyagi  ken  also 
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exhibited  a  bad  condition  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  month.  In  the  locality  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Branch  Office  Hokkaido  Cho  at 
Hakodate,  there  were  still  several  cases  in  the 
first  part  of  the  month,  but  the  disease  finally 
disappeared  after  the  middle  of  the  month,  as 
in  the  locality  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Main  Office. 

In  Toyama  hen,  where  the  epidemic  was 
severe  during  the  last  month,  it  still  raged 
furiously.  In  Niigata  hen,  the  number  of  new 
cases  decreased  below  100  from  the  6th,  and 
gradually  declined  towards  the  last  part  of 
the  month  when  the  epidemic  almost  died 
out.  In  Ishikawa  hen,  it  was  violent  in 
all  the  gun  during  this  month,  especially  in 
Kanazawa.  In  Fukui  hen,  it  still  raged  as 
before,  all  the  gun  except  those  of  Oi  and 
Mikata  being  in  the  same  condition  and  show¬ 
ing  an  inclination  to  decline  toward  the  end 
of  the  month  as  in  Ishikawa  hen. 

In  Tokyo,  it  Avas  violent  as  before,  but 
toward  the  middle  of  the  month  it  decreased 
below  100,  from  which  time  it  gradually  sub¬ 
sided.  In  Kanagawa  and  Chiba,  it  continued 
to  diminish  from  the  last  month,  and  entirely 
disappeared  in  the  last  part  of  this  month.

In  Nagano  ben ,  it  prevailed  over  the  whole 
jurisdiction  during  the  month,  and  was  violent 
in  the  first  part,  but  disappeared  in  the  end. 

In  Osaka,  it  still  raged  violently  in  the  first 
part  of  the  month,  but  it  gradually  became 
weaker  and  disappeared  altogether  in  the  end 
of  the  month.  In  Hyogo  and  Wakayama, 
the  cases  diminished  daily  in  number.  In 
Kyoto  fu,  it  still  prevailed  in  the  province  of 
Tango,  but  disappeared  in  the  end  of  the 
month,  and  in  other  gun. 

In  Ehime  ken,  the  disease  recovered  its 
activity  in  the  middle  of  the  month,  being 
severer  than  before  and  not  only  did  not 
decline  toward  the  end  of  the  month,  but 
rather  increased  in  violence.  In  Kochi  ken, 
it  almost  disappeared.  In  Tokushima  ken, 
though  there  were  more  or  less  patients,  there 
were  only  scattered  cases  in  every  gun. 

In  Hiroshima  ken,  it  was  just  as  in  the  last 
month  showing  no  signs  of  diminishing.  In 
Yamaguchi  ken,  the  number  of  cases  once 
more  increased  in  the  gun  of  Kuga,  Atsusa 
and  Otsu,  and  spread  more  and  more  in  the 
middle  of  the  month.  In  Shimane,  it  gradually 
diminished  and  almost  disappeared  by  the  end 
of  the  month. 
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In  the  hen  of  Kyushu,  Nagasaki,  the  disease 
continuing  from  the  end  of  the  last  month, 
at  times  showed  an  increase  of  40  new  cases 
a  day,  that  being  the  condition  until  the  end 
of  the  month.  In  Oita,  there  were  still  a  few 
scattered  cases  in  Kita-Amabe  gun. 

In  Okinawa  hen ,  there  suddenly  appeared 
8  cases  in  Nawa  on  the  9tli  of  this  month. 
From  this  time,  several  new  cases  occurred 
daily,  and  in  the  last  part  of  the  month,  it 
broke  out  in  Koroku  magiri,  Nago  magiri,  and 
Iheya  Island,  the  number  of  new  cases  daily 
being  more  than  20. 

In  October,  notwithstanding  the  approach 
of  the  cold  season,  the  disease  was  as  violent 
as  before  in  Aomori,  which  is  a  cold  North¬ 
eastern  region.  The  daily  number  of  new 
cases  was  more  than  100,  but  diminished 
gradually  toward  the  middle  of  the  month, 
and  finally  disappeared  in  the  end,  most  of 
the  other  localities  also  manifesting  a  decline. 

In  Tokyo,  by  the  middle  of  the  month,  the 
number  of  new  cases  per  day  was  less  than  10, 
In  Osaka  and  Hyogo,  there  were  only  scattered 
cases  in  several  gun.  In  the  hen  of  Ehime, 
Hiroshima  and  Yamaguchi,  it  still,  prevailed, 
continuing  from  the  end  of  the  last  month, 
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but  in  Ehime  ken,  where  it  was  violent  in  the 
beginning  of  the  month,  it  gradually  declined 
toward  the  middle.  In  Kyushu,  there  was  no 
trace  of  the  epidemic  left  and  the  progress  of 
the  disease  was  checked  in  the  localities  of  the 
Hokurikudo  and  entirely  disappeared  before 
the  last  of  the  month.  The  two  ken  of  Akita 
and  Yamagata  in  the  North-eastern  part  also 
showed  a  decline  in  the  middle  of  the  month. 
In  the  ken  of  Miyagi,  in  the  Eastern  part  and 
the  ken  Okinawa  in  the  Southern  part  the 
epidemic  only  assumed  a  violent  form  this 
month.  In  Miyagi  ken,  there  occurred  cases 
in  Miyagi  gun  in  the  latter  part  of  the  previous 
month  which  soon  spread  to  the  gun  of  Mono, 
Osliika,  Shida  and  Toda.  In  the  middle  of  the 
month  it  spread  over  the  whole  jurisdiction, 
the  daily  number  of  new  cases  being  over  40, 
and  only  declined  in  the  month  of  November. 
In  Okinawa  ken,  continuing  from  the  end  of 
last  month,  there  occured  cases  in  Shun 
whence  it  extended  to  Onno  magiri  and  at  last 
to  the  vicinity  of  Nawa  and  several  magiri 
and  islands.  It  prevailed  irregularly,  some¬ 
times  active  and  sometimes  inactive,  being 
most  severe  in  November  and  ceased  only  in 
the  month  of  December.  The  places  where  it 
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was  most  severe  were  Nawa  and  Iheya  Island, 
after  which  we  might  name  Awakumi  Island 
and  mar/iri  of  Kanejo,  Makabe,  Mabuni  and 
Nago  next.  In  the  first  part  of  December, 
when  the  disease  in  Okinawa  ken  declined, 
there  was  also  no  mark  of  the  epidemic  to  be 
seen  in  the  whole  country  and  not  a  single 
case  appeared  after  the  21st.  Though  the 
disease  first  began  in  the  ken  of  Tokushima 
and  Wakayama,  cases  still  appeared  in  Osaka 
from  the  beginning  of  January,  and  gradually 
increasing  toward  the  end  of  April,  at  last 
became  epidemic  in  May.  From  Osaka,  it 
first  invaded  the  neighboring  provinces,  then 
extended  to  Chugoku,  and  then  reached  over 
to  Kanagawa  on  the  East  and  Toyama  on  the 
North,  from  whence  it  spread  over  all  the  parts 
of  Tosando  (the  name  given  to  that  division 
including  13  provinces  viz:  Omi,  Mino,  Ilida, 
Shinano,  Kotsuke,  Shimotsuke,  Iwaki,  Iwa- 
shiro,  Rikuzen,  Rikucha,  Rikuoku,  Uzen,  Ugo) 
and  Hokurikudo  and  at  last  proceeded  to  the 
South-western  parts.  But  in  the  South-western 
regions  the  epidemic  was  not  so  violent  as 
in  the  central  and  North-eastern  provinces, 
where  the  disease  made  its  greatest  ravages, 
especially  in  Osaka,  Toyama  and  Tokyo,  each 


of  which  had  more  than  10,000  cases.  Now, 
if  we  compare  the  number  of  cases  with  the 
population  of  eacli  place,  we  get  the  ratio  of 
22. 3G  in  Toyama,  11.6  in  Osaka  and  9.53  in 
Tokyo,  per  1,000.  Though  the  disease  raged 
as  violently  in  Niigata  as  in  Toyama,  the  ratio 
was  only  5.18  per  1,000,  whereas  in  Aomori,  it 
was  13.13  which  is  greater  than  in  Tokyo  and 
Osaka.  The  following  table  shows  the  ratio 
of  cases  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  the  fit 
and  ken  which  had  more  than  5,000  cases.

Looking  over  the  above  table,  it  seems  that 
the  disease  was  severest  in  Toyama  ken  next 
to  which  come  Aomori,  Osaka  and  Fukui.  As 
the  population  of  Hokkaido  is  scarce,  the 
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ratio  is  10.31  which  is  greater  than  that  of 
Tokyo.  Now,  if  we  take  the  ratio  of  cases  hr 
the  population  of  the  whole  country,  we  find 
it  to  be  4.03  per  1,000.  If  we  take  this  ratio 
for  the  standard  number,  the  did,  fu  and  heir 
which  had  the  greatest  ratio  are  the  following 
viz  :  Toyama,  Aomori,  Osaka,  Fukui,  Hokkaido,. 
Tokyo,  Akita,  Kanagawa,  Isliikawa,  Hiro¬ 
shima,  Wakayama,  Hyogo,  Yamaguchi  and 
Okinawa,  while  the  ratio  in  all  other  localities- 
was  under  the  standard  number. 
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SECTION  II. 

The  Operations  of  the  Home  Department  in  Con¬ 
nection ,  with  the  Preventive  Measures. 

On  the  6th  day  of  February  in  the  19th  year 
,of  Meiji  the  following  telegram  was  received 
from  the  Governor  of  Tokushima  hen — “Cholera 
appeared  in  the  village  of  Tanoura  in  Katsu- 
ura  gun,  on  the  first  day  of  this  month  and 
afterward  extended  to  Komatsushima-ura  and 
other  villages,  it  is  violent  and  the  number  of 
cases  has  reached  20.” 

On  the  7  th,  instructions  were  given  to  the 
authorities  of  Tokushima  hen  to  prohibit  com¬ 
munication  with  the  affected  portion  under 
the  provision  of  Art.  XY  of  the  Regulations 
for  the  Prevention  of  the  spread  of  Infections 
or  Contagious  Diseases,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease;  while  the  fu  and  hen  of 
Osaka,  HyOgo,  Okayama,  Hiroshima,  Ehime 
and  Wakayama,  which  communicate  by  sea 
with  Tokushima  hen,  were  ordered  to  give  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  prevention  of  the  invasion  of  the  dis¬ 
ease.  On  this  day,  Yagishita  Takaoki  an  officer 
of  the  Home  Department  was  ordered  to  Osaka 
and  on  the  next  day  to  Wakayama  hen,  in  order 
to  consult  with  the  local  authorities  as  to  how  to 


exterminate  the  disease.  Again  the  Director  of 
the  Sanitary  Bureau  instructed  Kato  TakayukL 
an  officer  of  the  Home  Department  at  that  time 
in  Osaka,  to  con;  ilt  with  the  health  officers  of 
both  Osaka  fa  ai  d  Hyogo  hen,  so  as  to  enforce 
proper  measures  of  precaution  as  to  vessels 
coming  from  infected  ports. 

On  the  8th,  the  Minister  of  the  Home  Depart¬ 
ment  once  more  gave  instructions  to  Tokushima 
hen  to  enforce  strict  precautionary  measures. 
The  Director  of  the  Sanitary  Bureau,  on  con¬ 
sulting  with  the  governor  of  Osaka  f  u  then  in 
Tokyo,  instructed  the  Osaka  Shosen  Kwaisha 
(Merchant  Steamship  Company)  to  attach  a 
competent  physician  to  each  vessel  engaged 
in  navigation  with  the  ports  in  Tokushima  hen. 

On  the  12th  Goto  Shimpei,  an  officer  of  the 
Home  Department,  was  ordered  to  inspect  the 
condition  of  the  epidemic  in  Tokushima  hen. 

On  the  20th,  the  epidemic  in  Tokushima 
hen  was  reported  to  have  declined. 

On  the  30th,  the  Governor  of  Wakayama  hen 
telegraphed  as  follows  :  “Cholera  has  appeared 
in  Zogaura,  in  Ama  c/un,  and  shows  an  in¬ 
clination  to  spread.”  Goto  Shimpei,  who  was 
at  this  time  in  Osaka,  was  ordered  to  proceed 
to  Wakayama  hen  to  give  methods  of  proven- 
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tion  and  disinfection:  soon  after,  the  Governor 
of  Wakayama  ken  was  instructed  to  enforce 
strict  preventive  measures. 

On  the  9th  of  April,  instructions  were  given 
to  the  authorities  of  the  did,  fu  and  ken,  to 
give  careful  attention  to  the  prevention  of  the 
disease  wherever  there  was  fear  that  the  germs 
had  lain  dormant,  and  whenever  a  case  occurred, 
to  stamp  out  the  disease  and  not  to  let  it  spread 
any  where  else. 

On  the  19th,  Wakayama  ken  reported  that 
the  epidemic  of  Ama  cjtin  had  declined. 

On  the  4th  of  May,  Yagishita  Takaoki,  then 
in  Osaka,  was  ordered  to  Kyoto  fu. 

On  the  10th,  the  Central  Board  of  Health 
was  ordered  by  the  Minister  of  the  Home  De¬ 
partment  to  consider  plans  for  stamping  out 
the  epidemic  in  Osaka  fu. 

On  the  15th,  as  there  were  certain  signs  of 
cholera  epidemic  in  the  fu  of  Osaka  and  Kyoto, 
the  Police  Authorities  of  Tokyo,  the  Hokkaido 
did  and  the  fu  and  ken  having  ports  within 
their  jurisdictions  and  the  ken  of  Shiga  and 
Gifu  were  instructed  to  observe  the  preventure 
measures  under  the  provisions  of  the  Regula¬ 
tions  for  the  Prevention  of  the  Spread  of 
Infections  or  Contagious  Diseases.  On  this

day  Yagisliita  Takaoki,  then  in  Osaka,  was 
ordered  to  proceed  to  Hyogo  ken. 

On  the  18th,  Nagayo  Sensai,  Director  of 
the  Sanitary  Bureau,  Shirane  Sen-ichi,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Horae  Department,  Kiyoura 
Keigo,  Director  of  the  Police  Bureau,  Ishiguro 
Tadanori,  Vice-Director  of  the  Sanitary  Bureau, 
and  Kuroda  Tsunahiko,  Councillor  of  the  Home 
Department  were  constituted  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  for  the  management  of  all  business 
connected  with  the  epidemic. 

On  the  19th,  the  jurisdictions  of  Kyoto  fu , 
Osaka  fu  and  Hyogo  ken  being  now  formally 
declared  to  be  infected  by  cholera,  it  was 
notified  that  the  Regulations  for  the  Inspection 
of  Vessels  coming  from  Localities  Infected  by 
Cholera,  promulgated  by  Imperial  Decree  No. 
31  in  June  the  15th  year  of  Meiji,  should  be 
observed,  and  vessels  bound  to  Yokohama  or 
Tokyo  were  ordered  to  stop  atNagaura,  Soshu, 
in  the  ken  of  Kanagawa  for  inspection,  where 
they  should  be  inspected  by  the  inspecting 
officers.  The  day  before  this  notification  was 
issued,  the  Minister  of  the  Department  of 
Communications  was  communicated  with  to 
give  a  code  of  instructions  to  the  Nihon  Yusen 
Kwaisha  (Japan  Steamship  Co.)  to  be  observed 
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in  the  vessels  engaged  in  the  navigation 
between  the  ports  of  Osaka,  Kobe,  Yokkaichi 
and  Han  da.  Again,  instructions  were  given  to 
the  Authorities  of  Osaka  fu  to  apply  to  the 
vessels  of  Osaka  Shosen  Kwaisha  and  others 
engaged  in  the  navigation  between  different 
ken,  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  instructions 
given  on  the  29th  day  of  August  of  the 
previous  year. 

On  the  20th,  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs 
gave  instructions  to  the  Governors  of  Osaka 
fu  and  the  6  ken  of  Shiga,  Iiyogo,  Ehime, 
Wakayama,  Tokushima  and  Hiroshima  au¬ 
thorizing  them  for  the  present,  to  prohibit 
communication  under  the  provision  of  Art. 
XV  of  the  Regulations  for  the  Prevention 
of  the  Spread  of  Infections  or  Contagious 
Diseases,  when  it  was  considered  to  be  neces¬ 
sary,  and  make  the  report  after  the  enforce¬ 
ment  thereof. 

On  the  21st,  the  Director  of  the  Sanitary 
Bureau  despatched  a  telegram  to  the  ken  of 
Wakayama,  Okayama,  Fukui,  Gifu,  Aichi  and 
Mie,  to  pay  careful  attention  to  the  passengers 
and  goods  which  came  from  Osaka,  Kyoto  and 
Iiyogo,  and  also  to  inspect  the  hotels  and 
lodging  houses. 


A  private  secretary  of  the  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs  reported  that  cholera  had 
appeared  at  Bazanlio,  near  the  port  of  Fuzan 
in  Corea,  whence  it  soon  spread  to  the  neigh¬ 
boring  sea-coasts,  the  disease  being  very 
violent.  Accordingly,  the  ken  of  Nagasaki, 
Fukuoka,  and  Yamaguehi  were  instructed  to 
give  attention  to  the  matter. 

On  the  24th,  a  pamphlet  entitled  “A  Memor¬ 
andum  of  Instructions  for  the  Prevention  and 
Disinfection  of  Cholera,”  was  distributed  in 
the  cho,  fu  and  ken. 

On  the  same  date,  navy  surgeons  Ishikawa 
Hakaru,  Suzuki  Shigeharu,  Kido  Eyusen, 
Hinata  Jisaku,  Satake  Satoshi,  Terao  Seisho, 
Yamasliita  Susumu,  Takahashi  Teizo,  Toyama 
Tomojiro  and  Wakakuri  Kenkichi  were  made 
inspectors  by  request  and  attached  to  the 
steamships  of  the  Nihon  Yusen  Kwaislia. 

On  the  26th,  instructions  were  given  to  the 
authorities  of  Osaka  fu  to  let  every  owner  of 
vessels  be  provided  with  a  physician  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  in¬ 
structions  given  to  the  Osaka  Shosen  Kaislia 
and  others  or  the  18th  May. 

On  the  28th,  there  was  no  region  affected  in 
the  ken  of  Kyushu  while  the  epidemic  in  Chii- 
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goku  and  Shikoku  became!  more  and  more 
malignant  and  severe  day  by  day,  so  that  it 
seemed  probable  that  every  hen  of  the  provinces 
would  be  affected  by  the  disease,  and  as  there 
was  every  possibility  of  the  invasion  of  the 
disease,  or  that  the  remaining  germs  of  the 
previous  year  might  spring  forth  again,  the 
authorities,  consequently,  of  the  7  hen  of  Naga¬ 
saki,  Fukuoka,  Saga,  Oita,  Kagoshima,  Miya- 
saki  and  Kumamoto  were  instructed  to  observe 
strict  measures  for  the  prevention  and  to  under¬ 
take  a  thorough  cleansing,  especially  of  the 
region  where  the  epidemic  in  the  previous  year 
had  been,  and  also,  whenever  the  disease 
occurred  to  stamp  it  out  and  not  to  allow  it 
spread  to  any  other  place. 

On  the  29th,  a  thorough  cleansing  of  the 
city  of  Tokyo  was  proposed  to  be  undertaken. 
Accordingly  Goto  Shimpei  was  appointed  to 
inspect  it  and  the  Superintendant  of  the  Tokyo 
Police  Authorities  and  the  Governor  of  Tokyo 
fu  were  instructed  to  consult  with  him  upon 
the  matter  of  the  undertaking. 

On  this  day,  the  authorities  of  the  elio,  fu 
and  hen  were  instructed  that  they  should  here¬ 
after  properly  disinfect  mail  matter  whenever 
they  deemed  danger  of  infection  present. 
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On  the  31st,  Ishiguro  Tadanori  was  ordered 
to  inspect  the  hospitals  of  Kyoto  fu,  Osaka  fu, 
Hyogo  ken  and  Shiga  ken. 

Army  surgeons  Kitagawa  Kiyoshi,  Uki 
Sekitaro  and  Takahashi  Naokado  were  made 
inspectors  by  request  and  attached  to  the 
steamships  of  the  Nihon  Yusen  Kwaisha. 

On  the  5th  day  of  June,  the  Consul  at  Corea 
reported  that  cholera  had  broken  out  among 
the  residences  of  foreigners  in  the  port  of 
Fnzan.  Hence  the  authorities  of  Nagasaki  ken 
were  ordered  to  observe  preventive  measures 
in  the  island  of  Tsushima. 

On  the  7th,  Yagishita  Takaoki,  then  in 
Osaka,  was  ordered  to  go  to  Hiroshima  ken  and 
thence  to  Ehime  and  Okayama. 

On  the  8th,  the  ken  of  Okayama  (province 
of  Mimasaka  excepted),  Hiroshima,  Wakayama 
and  Ehime  were  formally  declared  to  be  in¬ 
fected  by  cholera  and  the  provimces  of  Tango 
and  Tajirna  under  the  jurisdictions  of  Kyoto  fu 
and  Hyogo  ken  respectively,  which  were  for¬ 
merly  declared  to  be  infected,  were  made  free. 

On  the  10th,  every  cho,  fu  and  ken  was  in¬ 
structed  not  to  import  and  export  old  clothing 
or  rags  even  between  infected  localities,  and 
also  to  perform  a  thorough  disinfection  on  all

such  articles  coming  from  non-infected  localities 
as  there  are  sometimes  sporadic  cases. 

On  the  11th,  Ishiguro  Tadanori,  then  in 
Osaka  was  ordered  to  inspect  the  jurisdiction 
of  Aichi  ken.  The  Director  of  the  Sanitary 
Bureau  sent  a  communication  to  the  fa  and  ken 
of  Kyoto,  Osaka,  Hyogo,  Hiroshima,  Waka¬ 
yama  and  Ehime  to  give  the  same  attention  to 
waste  paper,  etc.,  as  to  old  clothing  or  rags, 
during  the  period  of  cholera  epidemic. 

On  the  13th,  as  the  following  physicians  of 
Kyoto  viz  :  Yamada  Bunyu,  Kinoshita  Hiroshi, 
Ando  Seiken,  Go  Kenzo,  and  Yoshida  Shun- 
kiclii  had  gratuitously  given  their  services  in 
the  quarantine  hospital,  and  Omura  Tassai  with 
G3  other  persons  had  also  given  voluntary 
assistance  in  connection  with  the  epidemic, 
the  Minister  of  the  Home  Department  sent  a 
formal  expression  of  his  satisfaction  to  each 
one  of  them  through  the  Governor  of  Kyoto  fa, 
in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  Ishiguro 
Tadanori,  the  Vice-Director  of  the  Sanitary 
Bureau. 

On  the  14th,  as  the  disease  in  Kyoto, 
Osaka  and  Nagoya  showed  an  inclination  to 
spread,  orders  were  given  to  the  ken  of  Kana- 
gawa,  Shizuoka  and  Gifu  to  enforce  proper

Daring  convalescence,  the 
nvOftiaa  of  th*  d  appesuf  early  in  the 
morning  and  the  patient  has  3  or  1  passages. 
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after  which  he  has  none  till  the  same  time  on 
the  next  day.  This  is  perhaps  a  prodrome 
of  cholera,  for  there  are  examples  as  to  the 
prevalence  of  diarrhoea  before  the  appearance 
of  a  cholera  epidemic. 

“Hence  I  consider  it  to  be  an  important 
problem  to  inquire  as  to  whether  the  diarrhoea 
which  has  occurred  here  is,  or  is  not,  prodro- 
matic  of  cholera.” 

Accordingly,  the  Director  of  the  Sanitary 
Bureau  inquired  of  the  Osaka /a,  Kyoto  fu  and 
Hyogo  ken  as  to  whether  there  was  such  a 
prodromatic  disease  before  the  appearance  of 
cholera  and  also  of  the  Tokyo  fu,  respecting 
the  existence  of  such  diarrhoea. 

On  the  30th,  the  authorities  of  Hokkaido 
cho  and  the  4  ken  of  Kanagawa,  Nagasaki, 
Hyogo  and  Niigata  were  instructed  how  to 
provide  the  necessary  expense  when  there  was 
a  cholera  patient  or  death  on  board  a  vessel, 
or  disinfection  was  required  at  the  time  of 
inspection  in  the  ports  of  Hakodate,  Nagasaki, 
Niigata,  and  in  Nagaura  and  Wada-Misaki. 

On  the  1st  of  July,  the  Director  of  the 
Sanitary  Bureau  communicated  a,  memorandum 
of  instruction  and  explanation  for  inspectors  on 
board  vessels,  to  the  Osaka  fu  and  the  ken  of 
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Kanagawa,  Hyogo,  Mie,  Aiclii,  Yamaguchi  and 
Nagasaki,  as  well  as  to  tlie  inspectors  on  board 
the  steamships  of  the  Nihon  Yusen  Kwaislia. 

On  the  2nd,  as  epidemic  cholera  had  occurred 
in  the  ports  of  Yokohama,  an  order  was  given  to 
the  Tokyo  Police  Authorities,  Tokyo  fu,  and 
Kanagawa  ken  to  carry  out  the  measures  of 
inspection  on  land  according  to  the  instruction 
given  on  the  19th  of  September  of  the  previous 
year  (Method  of  carrying  out  the  inspection  on 
land  between  Tokyo  and  Yokohama.) 

On  the  16th,  Yagishita  Takaoki  was  ordered 
to  £0  to  the  ken  of  Isliikawa  and  Tovama  for 
inspection. 

On  the  17th,  the  ku  of  Yokohama  in  the 
ken  of  Kanagawa  was  declared  to  be  infected 
with  cholera  . 

On  the  19th,  SliindO  Jiro,  an  officer  of  the 
Home  Department  was  ordered  to  go  to  Mie 
ken  for  the  inspection  of  cholera. 

On  the  20th,  the  provinces  of  Ise  and  Sliima 
in  Mie  ken,  Toyamo  ken  and  Yamaguchi  ken 
(the  gun  of  Mishima  excluded),  were  declared 
to  be  infected  by  cholera. 

On  the  22nd,  communication  was  made  to 
the  Ministers  of  the  Cabinet  and  each  Depart¬ 
ment,  to  the  effect  that,  “if  a  case  of  cholera 
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lias  occurred  in  the  family  of  an  official,  lie 
should  not  be  allowed  to  attend  his  duty, 
within  5  days  after  that  patient  is  cured,  has 
died  or  been  sent  to  a  quarantine  hospital.  In 
all  other  cases,  he  is  not  to  attend  until  the 
inspectors  permit  him  to  go  out.  Though  the 
case  has  not  occurred  in  the  family,  if  there  is 
any  danger  in  having  had  a  well  or  a  privy  in 
common  with  others,  he  is  to  be  treated  in 
the  same  manner  as  above  according  to  the 
judgment  of  the  proper  authorities.” 

On  the  29th,  Yagishita  Takaoki  was  ordered 
to  go  to  Fukui  ken  for  inspection. 

On  the  4th  of  August,  the  9  ken  of  Chiba, 
Saitama,  Yamanashi,  Kanagawa,  Gumma, 
Tochigi,  Ibarald,  Nagano  and  Shizuoka  were 
directed  to  take  strict  measures  for  inspection 
and  prevention  as  the  epidemic  in  the  city  of 
Tokyo  was  spreading  more  and  more. 

On  the  9th,  as  the  epidemic  had  spread 
widely  in  the  2  ken  of  Yamanashi  and  Tochigi, 
an  order  was  given  to  the  authorities  of  Gumma, 
and  Nagano  to  observe  strict  measures  of  in¬ 
spection  and  prevention  against  persons  coming 
from  the  same  ken  under  the  provision  of  the 
Regulations  for  the  Prevention  of  the  Spread 
of  Infections  or  Contagious  Diseases,  The

authorities  of  Shizuoka,  too,  were  ordered  to 
take  the  same  measures  against  persons  from 
Yamanashi  ken ,  and  the  authorities  of  the 
three  ken  of  Ibaraki,  Fukushima  and  Niigata, 
against  persons  from  Tochigi  ken. 

On  the  7th,  the  Tokyo  fu  (the  7  islands  of  Izu 
and  Ogasawara  Island  excluded),  the  gun  in 
Kanagawa  ken,  Nagasaki  ken,  Niigata  ken,  (the 
province  of  Sado  Island  excluded),  Chiba  ken, 
Fukui  ken,  Shimane  ken,  (the  province  of  Oki 
Island  excluded),  Kochi  ken,  Fukuoka  ken  and 
Saga  ken,  were  formally  declared  to  be  infected 
with  cholera. 

Yagishita  Takaoki  was  ordered  to  go  to 
Ishikawa  ken,  Toyama  ken  and  Niigata  ken  for 
inspection. 

On  the  9th,  the  navy  surgeons  Satake 
Satoshi,  and  Toyama  Tomojiro  were  released 
from  their  duties  as  inspectors. 

On  the  12th,  as  the  cholera  was  extending 
in  Akita  ken,  the  4  ken  of  Yamagata,  Fuku¬ 
shima,  Aomori  and  Iwate  were  instructed  to 
take  strict  precautionary  measures  of  inspec¬ 
tion  and  prevention.  Goto  Shimpei  and  Shindo 
Jiro  were  ordered  to  go  the  rounds  of  the  city 
of  Tokyo  to  inspect  the  condition  of  the  cholera 
epidemic,  and  the  Tokyo  Police  Authorities 
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and  the  Tokyo  fu  were  instructed  to  be  advised 
and  assisted  directly  by  the  above  named 
persons  in  the  matter  of  prevention  and  dis¬ 
infection. 

On  the  19th,  every  did ,  fu  and  hen  was  in¬ 
structed  to  prohibit  the  various  assemblages 
of  the  people,  such  as  theatres  and  religious 
celebrations  in  the  localities  declared  to  be 
infected. 

On  the  24th,  it  was  reported  that  infected 
matter  was  being  washed  in  a  canal  con¬ 
ducting  water  through  the  village  of  Nagafuchi 
in  Kanagawa  hen.  Hence,  the  Tokyo  Police 
Authorities  and  the  Tokyo  fu  were  ordered  to 
take  special  measures  to  prevent  such  pro¬ 
ceedings  and  Kanagawa  hen  was  instructed  in 
the  same  manner. 

On  the  28th,  the  province  of  Oshima  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  Hokkaido  did,  the  province 
of  Sado  Island  in  Niigata  hen,  Saitama  hen, 
Ibaragi  hen,  Yamanashi  hen,  Nagano  hen,  Ao¬ 
mori  hen,  the  province  of  Ugo  in  Akita  hen, 
Yamagata  hen  and  Ishikawa  hen,  were  formally 
declared  to  be  infected  by  cholera. 

On  the  3rd  of  September,  every  did,  fu  and 
hen  was  instructed  as  follows  :  “  When  a  com¬ 
pany  of  soldiers  proceed  on  drill  from  an  infected 
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locality  to  one  non-infected,  it  shall  be  allowed, 
to  pass  on  land  if  the  surgeons  attached  to 
the  company  show  the  inspectors  a  certificate 
certifying  the  health  of  the  soldiers,  but  a 
general  inspection  should  be  made  when  other- 
passengers  are  on  board  the  same  vessel.” 

On  the  7th,  the  Director  of  the  Sanitary 
Bureau  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Tokyo- 
Police  Authorities  a  table  of  suggestions,  which 
in  the  present  state  of  affairs  it  was  deemed 
necessary  should  be  carried  out  by  the  special 
committee  for  the  arrangement  of  all  business- 
connected  with  the  epidemic,  when  they  in¬ 
spected  the  infected  portions  of  the  city. 

On  the  11th,  the  province  of  Tango  in  Kyoto 
fu  was  declared  to  be  infected  by  cholera,  and 
the  provinces  of  Yamasliiro  and  Tamba  in 
Kyoto  fu  and  the  provinces  of  Ise  and  Shima 
were  declared  free  from  infection. 

On  the  13th,  the  army  surgeons  Kawakita 
Kiyoshi  and  Takahashi  Naokado  were  released 
from  their  duties  as  inspectors. 

On  the  21st,  Yagishita  Takaoki  was  ordered 
to  Okinawa  ken  for  inspection. 

On  the  7  th  of  October,  the  province  of 
Tango  in  Kyoto  fu,  Saitama  ken,  Ibaraki  ken, 
Yamanaslii  ken,  the  provinces  of  Bizen  and 
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Bitchu  in  Okayama  ken  and  Saga  ken  were 
declared  free  from  infection. 

On  the  22nd,  as  the  epidemic  was  gradually 
declining,  orders  were  given  to  every  did ,  fit 
and  ken  to  allow,  in  due  measure,  under  the 
provision  of  Art.  XV  of  the  Regulations  for 
the  Prevention  of  the  Spread  of  Infections  or 
Contagious  Diseases,  the  various  assemblages 
of  people,  such  as  theatres  and  religious  cel¬ 
ebrations,  respecting  which  instructions  were 
given  in  the  month  of  August  of  this  year. 

On  the  28th,  Tokyo  fit,  Chiba  ken,  Fukui 
ken,  and  Wakayama  ken  were  declared  free 
from  infection. 

On  the  5th  of  November,  the  province  of 
Oshima  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hokkaido 
did  and  the  kens  of  Kanagawa,Hyogo,  Nagasaki, 
Niigata,  Akita,  Ishikawa,  Toyama,  Hiroshima 
and  Yamaguchi,  were  declared  free  from  in¬ 
fection. 

On  the  17th,  Aomori  ken,  Yamagata  ken,  and 
Eliime  ken,  were  declared  free  from  infection. 

On  the  2nd  of  December,  the  Osaka  fit  was 
declared  free  from  infection  and  the  following 
instructions  were  given  at  the  same  time  to 
the  authorities  to  the  effect,  that  although  now 
declared  free  from  infection,  as  Osaka  was  the 
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place  where  the  disease  had  been  most  violent, 
being  the  center  of  the  epidemic  during  this 
year,  the  greatest  care  must  be  taken  in  the 
future,  and  for  this  reason,  not  to  speak  of  the 
present  time,  before  the  approach  of  warm 
season  next  year,  privies,  drains  and  all  those 
places  where  filth  accumulates  must  be 
thoroughly  cleansed,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
proper  precautionary  measures  must  be  carried 
out  in  order  to  eradicate  the  germs  of  the 
disease. 

On  the  3rd,  the  following  instructions  were 
given  to  every  clw,  fu  and  ken,  as  to  the 
management  after  the  extinction  of  the  disease. 
Since  the  outbreak  of  cholera  this  year,  local 
authorities  have  carried  out  the  strictest  meas¬ 
ures  of  inspection,  both  on  land  and  sea,  and 
have  actively  inquired  into  the  methods  of 
disinfection  and  extinction.  Nevertheless,  in 
spite  of  such  effort,  the  disease  has  spread 
over  all  parts  of  the  country,  so  that  the 
number  of  patients  up  to  this  day  number  over 
150,000  and  that  of  deaths  over  100,000.  Of 
course,  with  the  numerous  facilities  for  com¬ 
munication  afforded  at  the  present  day  it  is 
impossible  altogether  to  prevent  an  invasion 
of  the  disease,  so  the  object  of  preventative 
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measures  is  either  to  exterminate  it  during  its 
earliest  stages  of  progress,  or  where  this  cannot 
be  done,  to  limit  its  violence,  and  diminish  the 
number  of  patients.  But  the  nature  of  the 
disease  is  such  that  it  greatly  augments  its 
malignancy.  Hence  to  cleanse  the  land  before 
its  appearance,  is  a  most  important  matter 
among  the  measures  of  prevention.  Never¬ 
theless,  such  a  temporary  cleansing  of  dis¬ 
continued  drainage  and  rudely  constructed 
privies  or  scavenger  accumulations,  as  has  been 
practiced  heretofore,  can  not  be  expected  to 
have  sufficient  efficacy.  For  this  reason,  before 
the  re-appearance  of  the  epidemic,  the  following 
three  matters,  whether  in  the  streets  or  in  any 
other  place,  must  be  thoroughly  attended  to, 
and  the  regulations  with  respect  thereto  strictly 
enforced;  whilst,  at  the  same  time,  the  greatest 
care  must  be  taken  in  the  removal  and  cleans¬ 
ing  of  such  filth  as  will  prevent  the  unfortunate 
recurrence  of  such  an  epidemic  as  we  have 
suffered  this  year. 

1 .  The  cleaning  and  dredging  of  drains  and 

sewers. 

2.  The  removal  of  feces  and  urine. 

3.  The  removal  of  filthy  matter. 
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On  the  same  day,  the  Director  of  the 
Sanitary  Bureau,  dispatched  to  each  did ,  fu 
and  ken ,  instructions  as  to  how  to  carry  out 
the  above  improvements.

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SECTION  III. 

The  Operations  of  the  Local  Governments  in  Con¬ 
nection  rvith  the  Preventive  Measures. 

Tokushima  Ken. — Receiving  the  report  of  the 
outbreak  of  cholera  in  a  village  of  Komatsu- 
shima-ura  in  Katsu-ura  gun,  on  the  6th  of 
February,  immediately  communication  was 
prohibited  with  the  infected  portion  and  the 
strictest  measures  of  prevention  were  carried 
out.  But,  as  the  disease  gradually  became 
active,  and  exhibited  symptoms  of  spreading, 
a  quarantine  station  was  established  on  the  9th, 
a  board  of  inspectors  organized,  communication 
with  the  affected  region,  as  well  as  the  depart¬ 
ure  of  vessels,  prohibited,  and  a  thorough 
cleansing  was  performed. 

Afterward,  whenever  a  case  appeared  in  a 
village  along  the  coast,  the  same  measures  were 
carried  out.  Accordingly  the  disease  soon 
showed  signs  of  abating,  and  entirely  dis¬ 
appeared  toward  the  end  of  the  month.  On 
the  6th  day  of  March,  fearing  its  re- appearance, 
a  central  station  was  established  for  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  the  epidemic,  and  a  board  of  several 
inspectors  organized.  Moreover,  a  branch  sta¬ 
tion  was  established  in  each  of  the  ten  ports 
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and  competent  physicians  were  despatched  to 
each  station.  In  the  last  part  of  the  month, 
strict  sanitary  measures  were  carried  out  in  the 
thickly  peopled  portion,  and  in  all  filthy  places 
under  the  jurisdiction.  Afterward,  there  were 
some  who  had  several  times  thrown  the  dis¬ 
charges  of  a  cholera  patient  into  rivers,  and 
in  every  such  case,  both  fishing  and  washing 
in  such  rivers  was  forbidden  for  one  week. 
Toward  the  month  of  August,  as  the  disease 
showed  an  inclination  to  spread,  the  various 
assemblages  of  people  such  as  theatres  and 
religious  celebrations  was  prohibited,  and 
physicians  were  ordered  to  report  whenever 
they  examined  a  patient  avIio  had  either  vomit¬ 
ing  or  diarrhoea.  In  the  last  part  of  the  month, 
as  isolation  was  considered  to  be  most  efficient, 
and  next  to  prohibition  of  communication  among 
the  measures  of  prevention,  instructions  were 
given  to  establish  a  quarantine  hospital. 
Toward  the  beginning  of  October,  the  disease 
greatly  declined,  so  that  all  prohibitions  were 
removed  and  inspectors  dismissed. 

Kumamoto  Ken. — From  the  18th  of  February 
officers  were  despatched  and  the  measures  of 
cleaning  and  disinfection  in  the  places  where 
cholera  had  occurred  during  the  last  year,  were 
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carried  out ;  which  continued  till  the  14th  of 
May.  On  the  22nd  of  July,  as.  there  were 
gradual  indications  of  the  prevalence  of  cholera, 
the  religious  celebrations  as  well  as  popular 
performances  where  great  numbers  of  people 
assembled,  such  as  theatres,  wrestling  matches, 
etc.,  were  prohibited.  On  the  30th  of  October, 
all  prohibitions  were  removed. 

Nagasaki  Ken. — As  the  cholera  of  last  year 
was  severe  and  virulent,  a  thorough  disinfection 
was  carried  out  at  that  time.  But  as  most  of 
the  drainage  was  imperfectly  constructed,  a 
temporary  local  assemblage  was  convened  for 
that  purpose,  and  the  improvement  of  the 
system  of  drainage  was  commenced  from  the 
15th  of  March.  On  the  22nd  of  May,  as  there 
was  a  report  of  an  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  port  of  Fusnn  in  Corea, 
instruction  was  given  to  prevent  an  invasion 
of  the  disease. 

On  the  31st,  the  Central  Station  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Epidemic  Diseases,  was  established, 
and  a  board  of  inspectors  was  organized.  On 
the  5th  of  July,  the  Central  Station,  for  the 
Prevention,  was  changed  to  a  Quarantine 
Station,  and  a  quarantine  hospital  was  estab¬ 
lished  on  the  same  day. 
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On  the  13th,  various  assemblages  such  as 
theatres  and  religious  celebrations  were  for¬ 
bidden.  On  the  14th,  three  quarantine  houses 
were  established  and  arrangements  were  made 
to  isolate  non -infected  persons  in  the  case  of 
cholera  breaking  out  in  a  house  where  many 
persons  are  crowded  together.  On  the  17th, 
English  missionaries  requested  to  be  allowed 
to  perform  the  funeral  ceremony  whenever  a 
Christian  dies  of  cholera,  and  their  request 
was  granted  on  condition  that  they  obtained 
permission  from  the  board  of  inspectors.  From 
the  30th,  a  thorough  cleansing  was  carried  out 
by  sprinkling  a  strong  solution  of  carbolic  acid 
in  every  privy  on  the  streets  three  times  a  day. 
On  the  3rd  of  August,  tickets  for  giving- 
gratuitous  medical  aid  were  issued  and  given 
those  patients  who  were  very  poor.  On  the 
14th,  the  Nagasaki  Medical  Society  requested 
permission  to  give  assistance  in  the  quarantine 
service  and  was  allowed  to  do  so.  On  the 
29th,  there  were  indications  of  the  spreading 
of  the. disease  in  Irabayashigo  in  the  village  of 
Nagasaki  in  Nishi-Sonogi  gun.  Now  the  water 
which  the  people  of  Nagasaki  city  drink,  flows 
through  this  same  village.  Hence,  as  there  was 
danger  of  the  germs  of  the  epidemic  being  thus 
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carried,  the  flow  of  water  was  stopped,  and 
communication  with  that  village  prohibited. 
On  the  6th  of  November,  both  central  and 
branch  quarantine  stations  were  closed. 

Wakayama  Ken. — Toward  the  end  of  March, 
as  there  were  indications  of  further  spreading, 
communications  with  vessels  and  people  were 
prohibited,  roads  and  channels  were  thoroughly 
cleaned  in  order  to  prevent  its  spreading  to 
the  city  of  Wakayama.  Soon  after,  it  had 
reached  Tanoura  and  the  communications 
with  vessels  and  people  were  prohibited  there, 
too.  Toward  the  latter  part  of  April,  the 
disease  in  the  above  named  region  declined. 
In  May  there  were  signs  of  the  appearance 
of  the  disease  in  the  ku  of  Wakayama,  and 
accordingly,  the  privies  in  the  places  crowded 
with  people,  such  as  schools,  factories, 
theatres,  markets,  and  hotels,  were  daily  cleaned 
and  disinfectants  freely  sprinkled.  Afterward, 
as  there  were  indications  of  further  spreading 
in  the  locality  of  Osaka,  inspectors  were  des¬ 
patched  to  the  important  places  on  land  or 
along  the  coast  to  take  special  precautions 
with  reference  to  travellers. 

In  the  latter  part  of  August,  religious 
celebrations,  theatres  and  other  public  amuse- 
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ments  were  forbidden.  Toward  the  end  of 
October,  as  the  disease  had  declined,  all 
prohibitions  were  removed  and  the  board  of 
inspectors  was  dismissed, 

Kanagawa  Ken. — On  the  10th  of  April,  hear¬ 
ing  of  the  outbreak  of  the  cholera  epidemic  in 
the  ken  of  Wakayama,  and  in  order  to  prevent  its 
invasion,  officers  were  despatched  to  examine 
the  drainage,  privies  and  scavenger  accumu¬ 
lations  in  each  house :  and  immediate  recon¬ 
struction,  repairs  or  cleaning  was  ordered 
when  any  of  them  was  imperfectly  made. 
On  the  15th  of  May,  as  the  cholera  in  the 
localities  of  Kyoto  and  Osaka  was  spreading 
more  and  more,  the  Nihon  Yusen  Kwaisha 
was  instructed  to  report  immediately  if  there 
should  be  a  patient  who  had  both  vomiting  and 
purging  in  any  vessel  coming  from  these 
localities.  On  the  16th,  the  Instructions  for 
Inspecting  the  Vessels  coming  from  Osaka  fit 
and  Hyogo  ken  were  decided  upon  and  the 
police  stations  in  Yokoyama  and  in  the  ground 
assigned  to  foreigners  .were  ordered  to  see  that 
such  instructions  were  carried  out. 

On  the  18th  of  May,  instructions  were  given 
to  inspect  at  the  port  of  Yokohama,  the  pas¬ 
sengers  and  goods  coming  from  Osaka  fit  and 
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Kyoto  fu  as  the  epidemic  prevailed  in  these 
localities.  On  the  same  day,  a  quarantine 
station  was  established  and  a  board  of  inspec¬ 
tors  was  organized. 

After  the  20th,  every  physician  was  instruct¬ 
ed  to  make  an  immediate  report  when  he 
met  with  a  patient  who  had  both  vomiting 
and  purging.  On  the  3rd  of  June,  a  roomy, 
isolated  house  was  opened  at  Takashima- 
cho  Gochome  in  Yokohama  ku,  and  those  who 
were  in  danger  of  being  affected  were  isolated 
in  that  house.  On  the  9th,  certain  houses  were 
declared  to  be  unfit  for  residence  for  a  time. 
On  the  22nd,  a  quarantine  station  was  estab¬ 
lished  at  Hakone  in  Ashigara  gun.  On  the  1st 
of  July,  as  there  were  indications  of  further 
spreading  in  Hanasaki-cho  and  Fukushima- 
cho  in  Yokohama  ku,  communications  was  pro¬ 
hibited.  On  the  3rd,  an  inspection  of  the 
health  of  passengers  in  steamers  navigating 
between  Yokohama  and  Yokosuka  was  enforced 
at  both  places.  On  the  4th,  inspectors  were 
despatched  to  the  Yokohama  railway  station  in 
order  to  make  sanitary  inspection  of  passengers. 
On  the  same  day,  five  navy  surgeons  of  Yoko¬ 
suka  Port  Admiralty  were  requested  to  become 
inspectors  in  that  locality.  On  the  5th ,  the  water 
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of  each  well  was  examined  and  those  found  to 
he  impure  were  forbidden  to  be  used  for  drink¬ 
ing  purposes.  On  the  6th,  it  was  discovered 
that  there  were  some  who  had  thrown  fecal  and 
vomited  matter  into  a  river  in  the  village  of 
Shinclo  in  Koza  gun,  consequently  the  use  of 
water  in  that  river  was  prohibited.  On  the 
same  date,  the  police  training  station  was  used 
for  a  disinfecting  station.  On  the  7th,  com¬ 
munication  with  Wakaba-cho  was  prohibited. 
On  the  8th,  a  sanitary  inspection  of  passengers 
was  carried  out  at  the  Kanagawa  railway  sta¬ 
tion.  On  the  18th,  the  persons  living  in  the  pro¬ 
hibited  portion  of  Wakaba-cho,  and  the  houses, 
privies  and  drains  were  disinfected.  The 
Yokohama  Branch  of  the  Japanese  Health 
Society  gave  information  that  it  had  es¬ 
tablished  four  examining  stations  in  the 
I'll  of  Yokohama  to  examine  and  give  medi¬ 
cine  gratuitously.  On  the  14tli,  instructions 
were  given  to  postpone  the  Urabon-Matsuri, 
a  festival  for  the  dead  celebrated  on  the  15th 
day  of  the  7th  month. 

On  the  15th,  as  the  disease  was  becoming 

O 

more  and  more  severe,  the  great  assemblages 
of  people,  such  as  schools,  theatres,  public 
meetings  and  other  popular  amusements 


were  prohibited  for  a  time.  On  the  16th, 
unripe  fruits,  fishes  and  meat  inclined  to  decay 
were  forbidden  to  be  sold.  On  the  19th,  the 
people  of  Yokosuka  requested  to  be  allowed  to 
set  apart  an  isolated  house,  which  was  newly 
■established  at  Inaoka-cho,  and  were  permitted 
to-do  so. 

On  the  4th  of  August,  as  there  were  some 
who  threw  infected  matter  into  the  water  kept 
for  irrigation,  fires,  etc.,  in  the  village  of  Daishi- 
gawara,  the  use  of  that  water  was  prohibited. 
The  quarantine  regulations  in  the  ground 
assigned  for  the  residence  of  foreigners  had 
been,  heretofore,  carried  out  by  Dr.  Wheeler,  an 
Englishman,  and  Dr.  Eldridge,  an  American ; 
but  the  disease  becoming  severer,  on  the  6th 
Dr.  van  der  Hey  den,  a  Dutch  physician,  was 
also  requested  to  engage  in  the  work.  On  the 
7th,  a  branch  quarantine  station  was  establish¬ 
ed  within  the  police  station  in  the  ground 
assigned  to  foreigners.  On  the  8tli,  the  schools 
were  closed.  On  the  24th,  as  the  disease  in 
Yokohama  ku  was  gradually  declining,  the 
branch  quarantine  station  at  Okina-cho  was 
closed.  On  the  23rd  of  September,  the  per¬ 
formance  of  religious  ceremonies  in  the  temples 
was  allowed,  but  only  in  such  portions  of  the 
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locality  as  were  considered  free  from  the  disease. 

On  the  30th,  such  popular  amusements  as 
were  performed  in  buildings  of  construction 
satisfactory  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view, 
were  permitted  in  localities  where  there  was 
no  danger  of  the  re-appearance  of  the  disease. 
After  the  3rd  of  October,  measures  for  disinfec¬ 
tion  were  several  times  taken  in  the  gun  of 
Miura.  On  the  16th,  theatres,  etc.,  of  construc¬ 
tion  satisfactory  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view, 
were  allowed  to  be  re-opened  in  the  city  (ku)  of 
Yokohama,  and  on  the  23rd,  the  prohibitions 
were  withdrawn  in  the  same  way  in  all  the 
gun.  On  the  5th  of  November,  Yokohama  was 
declared  to  be  free  from  infection.  On  the  6tli, 
not  only  the  neighborhood  wherever  a  case 
had  occurred,  but  all  other  places,  also  were 
thoroughly  cleaned.  On  the  20th  the  quaran¬ 
tine  station  with  its  branch  in  the  foreign  con¬ 
cession  was  abolished,  and  the  board  of  in¬ 
spectors  dismissed.  On  the  24th  of  December, 
15  foreigners,  representing  the  foreign  residents, 
presented  in  person,  with  an  expression  of  their 
own  gratitude,  a  letter  signed  by  Count  Charles 
Zaluski  and  218  others,  respecting  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  measures  of  quarantine. 

Toyama  Kex. — On  the  16th  of  April,  by  order 
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of  the  Minister  for  Home  Affairs,  instructions 
were  given  to  the  officers  of  gun  and  villages 
to  have  all  the  roads,  drains  and  such  like 
places  thoroughly  cleansed  by  a  fixed  day. 
On  the  2nd  of  J une,  a  central  quarantine  sta¬ 
tion  was  established  and  a  board  of  inspectors 
was  organized.  On  the  5th  of  June,  as  there 
were  some  indications  of  the  spread  of  cholera 
in  Yanagi-cho  and  Konya-cho  in  Imaisurugi- 
cho,  Tonami  gun,  communication  with  those 
parts  was  prohibited.  On  the  1st  of  July, 
communication  with  Sugi  village  in  Imizu  gun 
was  prohibited,  as  there  were  indications  of 
the  disease  spreading.  On  the  13th,  religious 
celebrations,  theatres  and  all  other  public 
entertainments  were  forbidden  in  the  gun  of 
Imizu  and  Tonami,  because  there  were  indica¬ 
tions  of  a  further  extension  of  the  disease. 
From  this  time,  the  disease  raged  so  violently 
that  all  preventive  measures  seemed  to  have 
no  effect.  But  towards  the  end  of  the  month, 
it  had  somewhat  abated,  and,  consequently,  all 
prohibitions  except  those  respecting  religious 
celebrations  were  rescinded.  On  the  18th  of 
November,  as  the  disease  had  disappeared,  the 
board  of  inspectors  was  dissolved,  and  on  the 
next  day,  the  central  quarantine  station  was 
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discontinued.  On  the  20th,  as  there  was  a 
possibility  that  some  of  the  widely  disseminated 
germs  of  the  disease  might,  perhaps,  still  re¬ 
main,  the  strict  measures  as  to  the  cleaning  of 
drainages  and  of  the  interiors  and  exteriors  of 
houses  were  ordered,  which  were  carried  out 
in  all  parts  at  a  fixed  time. 

Osaka  Fu. — On  the  19th  of  April,  a  station 
for  the  prevention  of  cholera  was  established, 
and  a  board  of  inspectors  was  organized  and 
■engaged  in  stamping  out  the  disease.  On  the 
15th  of  May,  as  the  disease  was  found  to  be 
gradually  spreading,  the  station  established 
for  the  prevention  was  extended  to  include  a 
central  quarantine  station  and  branch  stations 
at  various  places.  On  the  20th,  the  fu  was 
declared  to  be  infected  by  cholera,  from  which 
time  the  disease  became  more  and  more 
violent,  so  that  a  quarantine  hospital  had  to  be 
established  at  Chishima  in  addition  to  those  at 
Tennoji  and  Nagara  which  were  several  times 
quite  full. 

Besides  this,  temporary  quarantine  hospitals 
were  opened  by  making  use  of  the  following 
Buddhist  temples  viz:  Shinganji,  Kofukuji, 
Kokubuji,  Kwakumanji,  leased  for  this  purpose, 
all  of  which  were  also  frequently  quite  full. 
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Finally,  two  more  new  quarantine  hospitals 
were  established  at  Honjo  and  Momoyama ,  the 
latter  of  which  was  most  complete  in  its  ar¬ 
rangements,  and  was  set  apart  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  ku  of  Osaka. 

On  the  10th  of  June,  the  Regulations  for 
Cleaning  were  made  and  their  measures  were 
strictly  carried  out  in  the  houses  where  cases 
had  occurred  during  the  year,  as  well  as  in  the 
highly  unsanitary  houses,  of  which  there  were 
more  than  30,000  in  number.  On  the  28th  of 
July,  as  the  disease  had  somewhat  abated,  the- 
Special  Regulations  respecting  public  entertain¬ 
ments  were  made  and  the  improvement  of  the 
buildings  for  such  performances  was  required, 
upon  which  performances  were  permitted  when 
public  health  would  not  be  imperiled  thereby. 
Hot  air  disinfecting  stations  were  established 
at  Tempo-cho  in  the  gun  of  Nishinari,  and 
by  consent  of  the  Minister  of  the  Home 
Department,  old  clothing,  rags,  and  old  cotton 
were  disinfected  there,  and  such  disinfected 
substances  were  allowed  to  be  imported  or  ex¬ 
ported  after  a  certificate  had  been  affixed. 
On  the  4th  of  December,  strict  measures  for 
tjie  cleaning  of  the  ditches  and  drains  in  the 
4  ku.  of  Osaka,  and  towns  and  villages,  in  the 
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neighboring  gun  were  ordered.  On  the  same 
day,  all  branch  quarantine  stations  were  closed 
and  prohibitions  were  withdrawn.  On  the 
25th,  the  central  quarantine  station  was  dis¬ 
continued.  The  epidemic  of  Osaka  during  this 
year  was  indeed  most  violent  and  malignant, 
and,  accordingly,  the  measures  of  prevention 
and  disinfection  were  various,  among  which, 
the  one  of  perhaps  the  greatest  precaution  was 
that  of  renewing  the  earth  under  the  floor  at 
the  time  the  thorough  cleansing  of  houses  was, 
performed.  This  was  done  by  carrying  round 
the  disinfectants  in  carts. 

Oita  Ken. — In  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
fearing  the  re  appearance  of  the  remaining 
germs  of  disease,  an  order  was  given  to  the 
offices  of  gun  and  villages,  to  put  into  opera¬ 
tion  the  measures  for  cleansing  during  the  cold 
weather.  On  the  2 1st  of  April,  a  quarantine 
hospital  and  an  isolated  station  were  established 
in  order  to  provide  against  a  sudden  outbreak 
of  cholera.  On  the  7th  of  June,  a  station  for 
the  transaction  of  quarantine  business  was 
opened  and  a  board  of  inspectors  was  organized. 

On  the  15th,  the  theatre,  in  the  gun  of 
Hay  ami,  Was  ordered  to  be  closed  as  a  case 
had  occurred  there.  On  the  17th,  as  there 
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were  indications  of  the  spread  of  cholera  in 
the  village  of  Tamatsu  in  the  gun  of  Nishi- 
Kunisaki,  communication  with  that  village  was 
prohibited.  On  the  22nd,  religious  celebra¬ 
tions,  theatres,  public  entertainments  and  all 
other  assemblages  were  forbidden.  On  the 
8th  of  August,  the  number  of  quarantine 
stations  for  the  inspection  of  vessels  and  for 
the  land  quarantine  was  increased.  On  the 
13th  of  November,  as  the  disease  had  abated, 
the  prohibitions  were  duly  withdrawn.  In 
December,  the  station  for  the  transaction  of 
quarantine  business  as  well  as  other  stations 
was  discontinued. 

Kyoto  Fu. — On  the  23rd  of  April,  strict 
measures  of  disinfection  were  ordered  to  be 
carried  out  in  the  houses  where  the  cholera 
cases  had  occurred  during  the  previous  year. 
On  the  30th,  physicians  were  instructed  to 
make  immediate  report  of  any  cases  coming 
under  their  knowledge  in  which  vomiting  and 
purging  were  present  in  the  ku  of  Kamikyo 
and  Shimokyo  and  also  in  the  town  of  Fushimi. 
This  instruction  was  gradually  extended  to  the 
whole  jurisdiction  according  to  the  gradual 
extension  of  the  disease.  On  the  8th  of  May, 
a  case  occurred  in  the  village  of  Shirakawa 
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in  the  gun  of  Otagi  and  the  communication 
with  that  village  was  thereupon  prohibited. 
On  the  lOtli  of  May,  the  principal  and  branch 
quarantine  stations  were  established  and  a 
board  of  inspectors  was  organized.  On  the 
lltli,  religious  celebrations  were  prohibited. 
On  the  12th,  all  fishes  which  were  unfit  for 
food  were  forbidden  to  besold.  After  the  same 
date  any  person  attacked  by  either  vomiting 
or  purging  was  ordered  to  be  disinfected  in 
the  same  way  as  a  cholera  patient.  On  the 
14th,  as  the  epidemic  appeared  to  be  spreading, 
a  thorough  cleaning  was  carried  out  in  each 
house  in  the  infected  region.  On  the  15th,  a 
quarantine  hospital  was  established  in  Shimo- 
kyo  ku,  and  on  the  16th,  in  Kamikyo  ku.  On 
the  20th,  all  kinds  of  meetings  were  forbidden 
during  the  prevalence  of  cholera. 

On  the  31st,  all  edible  which  are  exposed 
for  sale  in  stores  were  ordered  to  be  covered, 
and  outside  work  of  prisoners,  and  their  re¬ 
ceiving  of  edibles  from  their  relatives,  were 
stopped.  On  the  12th  of  September,  instruc¬ 
tions  were  given  to  the  2  ku  of  Kamikyo  and 
Shimokyo  and  the  town  of  Fushimi  that  rooms 
in  hotels  should  be  distinctly  separate  for 
persons  coming  from  infected  localities  and 
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those  from  other  localitities,  and  also  that 
every  one  who  had  returned  from  such  a 
locality  be  forbidden  to  go  out  within  5 
days  unless  permission  was  granted  by  the 
inspectors. 

,  On  the  30th  of  November,  both  the  principal 
and  the  branch  quarantine  stations  were 
discontinued  and  the  quarantine  hospitals  in 
Kamikyo  ku  and  Shimokyo  ku  were  closed. 

Shiga  Ken. — On  the  3rd  of  May,  a.  tem¬ 
porary  board  of  inspectors  was  organized  in 
the  Otsu  Police  Station,  which  engaged  in  the 
prevention  of  cholera  in  Shiga  gun. 

After  the  middle  of  May  there  were  indica¬ 
tions  of  the  disease  spreading  in  a  region 
called  Gocho  Tsukinuke.  On  the  17th,  a 
central  quarantine  station  was  opened,  a 
branch  station  established  and  a  board  of 
inspectors  organized— the  temporary  inspectors 
having  been  dismissed.  On  the  19th,  the 
crossing  and  re -crossing  of  the  lake  of  persons 
in  Japanese  boats  was  stopped,  religious 
celebrations,  preaching,  orations  and  popular 
amusements  prohibited  in  the  streets  of  Otsu 
and  the  neighboring  villages.  Moreover,  a 
thorough  cleansing  of  the  privies  attached  to 
schools,  hotels,  prostitute  houses,  restaurants. 
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bafch-liouses,  etc.,  and  on  the  sides'  of  roads, 
was  ordered.  On  the  21st,  inspectors  were 
despatched  from  the  Otsu  quarantine  station  to 
Osakayama  to  inspect  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  travelers  there,  while  a  quarantine  hospital 
was  constructed  at  the  expense  of  the  province. 

By  the  3.1st  the  disease  at  Goclio  Tsukinukc 
had  become  so  severe  and  wide-spread,  that 
there  were  more  than  30  cases  in  two  weeks. 
Consequently  communication  was  prohibited 
with  that  part  of  the  country,  and  a  thorough 
cleansing  performed. 

On  the  1st  of  June,  all  the  common  schools 
in  the  streets  of  Otsu  and  the  neighboring 
villages  were  closed.  On  the  2nd  the  number 
of  guests  at  the  hotels  of  Otsu  and  neighboring 
villages,  was  limited  according  to  the  number 
of  mats  in  each  house. 

On  the  4tli,  inspectors  were  attached  to  the 
steamships  navigating  on  the  lake,  in  order  to 
inspect  the  condition  of  the  passengers  who 
crossed  and  re-crossed  it. 

Outlie  6th,  a  thorough,  cleansing  was  ordered 
to  be  made  in  the  streets  of  Otsu  and  the 
neighboring  villages.  On  the  22nd  of  Novem-' 
her,  the  disease  having  entirely  disappeared, 
the  quarantine  stations  were  discontinued. 
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Tokyo  Fu. — On  the  10th  of  May,  land 
holders  were  instructed  to  make  clean  and 
repair  the  drains,  scavenger  accumulations, 
common  privies  and  the  surroundings  of  wells 
on  their  property.  This  business  was  super¬ 
intended  by  the  officers  of  the  ku  and  the  gun, 
together  with  the  police,  according  to  the 
Executive  Act  made  for  the  purpose.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  these  measures,  every  public  office 
was  required  to  dredge  and  repair  all  trenches 
and  swamps  coming  under  their  authority, 
whenever  such  acts  were  deemed  necessary. 

On  the  15th,  the  marine  police  station  received 
instructions,  to  give  attention  to  the  condition 
of  the  passengers  who  came  on  board  the  ships 
from  Kyoto  and  Osaka  fu.  It  was  also  ordered 
that  especial  care  should  be  given  as  to  the 
health  of  the  guests  at  the  hotels. 

On  the  19tli,  as  the  two  fu  of  Kyoto  and 
Osaka  and  also  Hyogo  ken,  were  declared  to 
be  infected  by  the  cholera,  the  Regulations  for 
the  Inspection  of  Vessels,  were  applied  to 
vessels  coming  from  those  localities. 

On  the  22nd,  the  police  stations  received 
instructions  to  order  the  removal  of  barrels  or 
boxes  used  for  the  reception  of  such  refuse  as 
the  intestines  of  fish,  to  a  distant  region,  the 
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cleansing  of  slaughter-houses,  cow-yards, 
stables,  fish  and  vegetable  markets,  etc.  and 
to  forbid  the  sprinkling  of  drain  or  other  dirty 
water  on  the  streets.  They  were  also  required 
to  keep  a  careful  watch  against  the  selling  of 
unripe  fruit,  to  pay  especial  attention  to  the 
cleansing  of  places  where  cholera  had  occurred 
during  the  previous  year,  and  also  to  places 
where  paupers  crowd.  It  wa s  also  ordered  that 
they  should  keep  strict  watch  in  regard  to  the 
articles  of  food  and  drink  sold  at  places  where 
people  gather,  such  as  popular  amusements  or 
places  of  worship,  etc.,  and  also  to  inspect  the 
condition  of  the  privies  in  such  places.  On 
the  29tli,  it  was  ordered  that  every  case  of 
vomiting  or  diarrhoea  should  be  duly  reported. 

On  the  30th,  the  edible  things  exposed  for 
sale  in  the  shops  of  green-grocers  or  by 
peddlers,  were  required  to  be  carefully  covered. 

On  the  4th  of  June,  in  order  to  fix  the 
measures  to  be  taken  in  case  of  the  disinfec¬ 
tion  and  management  of  cholera  patients,  the 
Regulations  for  Disinfection  and  Management 
of  Cholera  Patients,  were  drawn  up,  and 
special  officers  were  selected  for  the  business 
of  instructing  the  policemen  of  every  station- 
house,  how  to  put  them  into  practice.

On  the  7th,  a  station,  the  sole  business  of 
which  was  the  prevention  and  disinfection 
of  cholera,  was  opened  by  the  Tokyo  Police 
Authorities. 

From  the  same  date  it  was  ordered,  that  a 
house  where  a  case  had  occurred,  or  any  one 
who  had  attended  such  a  case,  or  had  even 
used  the  same  privy  with  a  cholera  patient, 
should  be  isolated  for  5  days  or  a  week.  On 
the  26th,  tickets  for  gratuitous  medical  as¬ 
sistance  were  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
who  might  be  attacked  with  indications  of 
cholera. 

On  the  2nd  of  July,  as  cholera  had  appeared 
in  the  port  of  Yokohama,  land  quarantine  was 
carried  out  at  the  railway  stations.  On  the 
3rd,  disinfecting  stations  were  established  at 
Suzugamori  and  the  second  fort  in  the  harbor 
of  Shinagawa,  and  on  the  10th  within  the 
precincts  of  the  Shimbashi  Pailway  Station. 

It  was  ordered  on  the  6th,  that  the  crema¬ 
tion  of  the  bodies  of  the  victims  of  cholera 
should  be  performed  after  sunset,  but  as  the 
epidemic  became  severer,  it  was  necessary  to 
keep  the  crematory  fires  going  night  and  day. 

On  the  9th,  the  limit  of  isolation  and  pro¬ 
hibition  of  communication  was  fixed.  On  the 
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11th,  it  was  ordered,  that  should  a  death  occur 
from  whatever  cause,  it  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  offices  of  the  gun  or  ku,  and  be 
looked  into  by  the  proper  officials.  On  the  12th 
a  quarantine  hospital  was  opened  at  ITonjo. 

On  the  16th,  the  disease  becoming  more 
severe,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  transform 
the  quarantine  business  station  into  a  central 
office,  the  Chiefs  of  Police  with  their  under¬ 
officers,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Tokyo  fu 
were  constituted  a  board  of  inspectors,  the 
Vice- Superintendent  of  the  'Tokyo  Police  Force 
being  its  head. 

On  the  21st,  as  the  port  of  Yokohama  was 
declared  to  be  infected  with  cholera,  quantine 
stations  were  established  on  the  2nd  fort  at 
the  entrance  to  the  harbor  of  Shinagawa,  also 
at  those  of  Kazusa  and  Kanasugi,  to  inspect 
the  condition  of  vessels  coming  from  the  in¬ 
fected  localities.  On  the  22nd,  places  were  set 
apart  at  the  place  of  cremation,  for  the  bathing 
and  fumigating  of  those  who  carried  the  coffins 
of  the  cholera  victims  and  also  for  those  who 
removed  the  infected  discharges  of  patients  to 
the  spot  assigned  for  their  burning.  On  the 
20th,  a  temporary  quarantine  hospital  was 
established  at  Sakamoto-cho  in  Nihon  Bashi  ku. 


On  the  30th,  thirty  men  were  added  to 
the  police  force,  whose  special  duty  was  to 
examine  into  and  pay  attention  to  the  three 
water-courses  of  the  city.  A  thorough  clean¬ 
ing  was  once  more  ordered  on  the  4th  of 
August,  and,  as  on  the  7th,  the  whole  juris¬ 
diction  was  declared  to  be  infected  with 
cholera,  the  exportation  of  old  clothing  and 
rags  was  forbidden.  On  the  same  day,  a 
quarantine  hospital  was  opened  at  Komagome, 
and  great  care  was  taken  at  the  busiest  centres 
of  the  city,  in  the  removing  of  the  cholera 
patients,  and  the  transportation  of  the  bodies 
of  the  dead.  On  the  9th  the  inspection  of 
passengers  and  vessels  was  discontinued.  As 
the  places  for  cremation  became  deficient, 
others  were  constructed  in  the  open  air  at 
the  cremation  places  of  Senju,  Ochiai  and 
Sunamura.  These  and  the  crematory  fires  of 
Kirigaya  were  only  allowed  to  be  used  at  night. 
After  the  lltli,  the  use  of  the  ornamented 
cars  and  moving  theatricals  used  at  religious 
festivals,  were  prohibited,  as  also  was  dancing 
and  other  amusements  of  the  kind. 

On  the  12th,  special  places  for  burning  up 
the  cholera  discharges  were  established  in 
addition  to  the  ones  already  in  operation  at 
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Eitaishinden  in  Minami-Katsnshika  •  gun.  On 
the  18tli  a  quarantine  hospital  was  opened  at 
Okubo.  It  was  instructed  on  the  9  th  of 
September,  that  only  one  attendant  should 
be  allowed  to  each  cholera  patient  admitted  to 
the  hospitals,  very  old  or  very  young  nurses 
being  excluded.  10  cents  were  given  as  the 
price  for  meals.  As  the  term  of  agreement  of 
the  physicians  employed  in  inspection,  term¬ 
inated  on  the  29th,  on  that  day  all  such 
employees  of  the  Government  were  dismissed. 
But  as  there  were  still  as  many  as  50  or  60 
cases  daily,  twelve  physicians  were  enlisted 
temporarily  after  the  decision  of  the  assembly 
on  the  1st  of  October.  The  disease  being  on 
the  decline,  the  rules  concerning  the  theatres, 
dancing  stages  and  scenic  cars  used  at  religious 
festivals  were  withdrawn.  As  the  jurisdiction 
was  declared  to  be  free  from  infection  on  the 
28th,  from  the  29th  old  clothing  and  rags  were 
allowed  to  be  exported  to  other  parts.  On  the 
31st  the  physicians  employed  were  dismissed, 
and  on  November  25th,  the  Central  Quarantine 
Office  with  all  its  branch  offices  was  closed. 

Fukui  Ken. — On  the  14th  of  May,  before 
a  case  had  yet  appeared,  instructions  were 
given  to  the  chief  officers  of  the  gun  and

villages  to  cleanse  and  dredge  thoroughly  the 
privies,  drains  and  dirty  trenches  where  the 
germs  of  disease  might  have  collected.  On  the 
5th  of  June,  land  quarantine  stations  were 
made  at  all  the  important  places.  On  the 
11th,  as  there  were  cases  continually  appearing 
in  the  ken  of  Shiga,  Ishikawa  and  Toyama, 
all  physicians  were  required  to  immediately 
report  to  the  proper  authorities,  when  a  case 
of  cholera  indications  came  under  their  notice. 
The  same  was  also  required  of  the  proprietors 
of  hotels  and  prostitute  houses.  On  the  same 
day,  as  cases  began  to  appear  here  and  there, 
articles  of  food  calculated  to  induce  the  disease, 
were  prohibited.  On  the  6th  of  July,  as  there 
were  indications  of  further  spreading  of  the 
disease,  all  religious  celebrations,  orations, 
preaching,  theatres  and  all  popular  amusements 
were  prohibited.  On  the  18th,  it  became 
known  to  the  authorities  that  some  one  had 
thrown  matter  infected  by  cholera  into  the 
upper  course  of  a  river  called  Kuzuryo  in  the 
village  of  Shimo-Takashima  in  Ono  gun,  hence 
the  use  of  that  water  for  drinking  purposes 
was  forbidden  for  the  space  of  4  days.  Swim¬ 
ming  was  also  forbidden,  on  the  10th.  It 
happened  on  the  21st  that  the  water  flowing 
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into  Shibawara  was  fouled  in  the  same  way, 
consequently,  it  too,  was  forbidden  for  drinking 
purposes  during  the  space  of  5  days. 

On  the  27th,  as  there  were  indications  of 
spreading,  a  branch  quarantine  office  was 
established  in  Ono  gun,  and  sub -branch  offices 
in  the  4  gun  of  Nifu,  Sakai,  Mikata  and  Onu 
to  take  proper  measures  of  prevention.  A 
thorough  cleansing  was  ordered  on  the  15  th  of 
August,  in  all  parts  of  the  jurisdiction. 

On  the  28th,  as  the  disease  became  severe 
in  the  villages  of  Fujimaki,  Shimizu  and  Sanno 
in  the  gun  of  Yoshida,  a  sub-station  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  village  of  Sanno. 

As  discharges  were  often  thrown  secretly 
into  the  rivers,  the  use  of  the  river  for  drink¬ 
ing  purposes  was  prohibited.  On  the  1st  of 
November,  as  there  was  danger  of  a  re-ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  disease,  quarantine  stations 
for  inspecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  vessels 
were  established  at  the  principal  ports.  On  the 
9th,  the  disease  having  entirely  disappeared, 
the  central,  branch  and  sub-branch  quarantine 
offices  were  discontinued,  and  the  quarantine 
hospital  was  closed  on  the  same  day. 

Yamaguchi  Ken.— On  the  16th  of  May,  a 
central  quarantine  office  was  established  and 
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a  board  of  inspectors  organized.  Branch  qua¬ 
rantine  stations,  and  stations  for  inspecting 
vessels  were  opened  in  the  important  towns 
and  ports. 

On  the  22nd  as  it  was  reported  that  the 
cholera  had  made  its  appearrnce  in  the  port 
and  neighborhood  of  Fusan  in  Corea,  in¬ 
structions  were  given  to  the  officers  of  every 
gun,  ku,  town  and  village  along  the  coast  to 
take  strict  measures  of  precaution. 

On  the  24th,  as  there  were  indications  of  the 
cholera  spreading  in  Yanai-cho,  communication 
with  that  part  of  the  city  was  prohibited  ; 
all  religious  festivals,  theatres,  popular  enter¬ 
tainments,  markets  and  other  assemblages  of 
people  were  also  forbidden  in  that  neighbor¬ 
hood,  which  prohibitions  were  extended  to  all 
parts  of  the  jurisdiction  on  the  9th  of  July.  On 
the  25th  of  September,  the  well  water  of  every 
house  in  the  town  of  Yamaguchi  was  examined. 
On  the  23rd  of  October,  as  the  disease  had 
declined,  all  prohibitions  were  dissolved. 

Hiroshima  Ken. — On  the  16th  of  May,  a 
Quarantine  Office  and  branch  offices  were 
established  and  a  board  of  inspectors  organized. 
After  this,  quarantine  hospitals  and  stations 
for  the  inspection  of  vessels  were  established 
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at  important  places.  On  the  17th,  measures 
for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  the  houses 
where  cholera  had  occurred  during  the  previous 
year  were  carried  out.  On  the  31st,  18  stations 
were  established  in  the  Jcu  of  Hiroshima, 
whither  inspectors  were  sent  in  order  to  see 
that  all  the  measures  of  prevention  and  dis¬ 
infection  were  carried  out.  On  the  5th  of  July 
religious  celebration  were  prohibited  and  the 
theatres  closed. 

On  the  10th,  all  articles  of  food  and  drink 
liable  to  induce  the  disease  were  indicated  and 
forbidden.  On  the  same  day  the  quarantine 
office  was  changed  into  a  central  quarantine 
office,  and  established  with  its  various  branch 
stations.  On  the  16tli  the  Regulations  for 
Isolation  and  Disinfection  were  put  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  the  ku  of  Hiroshima,  so  that  the  poor 
who  were  not  able  to  provide  means  for  their 
own  disinfection,  were  sent  to  the  isolated 
quarantine  house  for  disinfection.  On  the  2nd 
of  August,  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  gun, 
required  that  the  common  wells  in  Onomichi 
should  be  examined.  On  the  middle  of  October, 
the  disease  gradually  declining,  the  quarantine 
stations  were  also  gradually  discontinued.  On 
the  6th  of  November,  the  principal  quarantine 
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stations  were  discontinued  and  the  hospital  at 
Enami  closed. 

Ibaeaki  Ken. — On  the  17th  of  May,  as  the 
cholera  was  reported  to  have  made  its  ap¬ 
pearance  in  the  region  about  Kyoto  and  Osaka, 
instructions  were  given  to  cleanse  all  the 
drains,  privies  and  scavenger  accumulations, 
officers  being  despatched  to  the  towns  and 
villages  of  over  500  houses,  to  act  with  the 
chief  local  officers  in  carrying  out  the  measures 
of  cleansing.  On  the  16tli  of  August,  a 
quarantine  station  was  established  and  a  board 
of  inspectors  organized.  On  the  24th,  as  the 
disease  seemed  to  be  on  the  increase,  the  com¬ 
mon  schools  were  closed.  By  the  15th  of 
October,  the  disease  had  almost  disappeared, 
so  that  it  was  deemed  proper  to  close  the 
quarantine  stations. 

Shizuoka  Ken. — On  the  19th  of  May,  a 
quarantine  station  was  established  and  a  board 
of  inspectors  organized.  On  the  12th  of  June, 
stations  for  the  inspection  of  vessels  were 
established  at  the  port  of  Nagatsuro  in  Kamo 
gun,  and  also  in  13  other  ports,  the  number 
being  gradually  increased  as  occasion  required. 
On  the  22nd,  a  quarantine  station  was  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  village  of  Sliinsho,  and  others  at 
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different  places,  as  they  were  required.  The 
thorough  cleansing  of  the  streets  in  Shizuoka 
was  ordered  on  the  23rd.  The  festival  of  the 
Mishima  temple  was  ordered  to  be  postponed, 
on  the  11th  of  August.  On  the  27th.  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  the  quarantine  hospital  for  the  general 
use  of  the  city  of  Shizuoka  was  opened.  On 
the  30th  of  November,  the  quarantine  station 
was  discontinued  and  the  board  of  inspectors 
dissolved. 

Gifu  Ken. — On  the  19th  of  May  as  the  fu 
of  Kyoto  and  Osaka  and  Ityogo  lien  were  form¬ 
ally  declared  to  be  infected  with  cholera,  a 
quarantine  business  station  with  its  branch 
offices,  and  also  stations  for  despatching  of¬ 
ficers,  were  extablished  in  3  places,  in  order  to 
inspect  the  health  of  travellers  arriving  from 
the  infected  districts.  After  the  21st,  physicians 
were  required  to  make  a  report  to  the  proper 
authorities  of  any  cases  which  manifested  any 
indications  of  cholera.  It  was  discovered  on 
the  27th  of  June,  that  some  one  had  washed 
vessels  containing  infected  matter  in  a  small 
river  at  the  village  of  Hozumi  in  Motosu  gun ; 
consequently,  the  use  of  the  water  of  the 
Nagawa  and  Kiso  Rivers,  to  which  the  infected 
rivulet  was  tributary,  was  prohibited  for  the 
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space  of  7  days.  On  the  28th,  the  sub-stations 
were  increased,  and  each  town  and  village  was 
required  to  construct  quarantine  houses,  and 
places  of  isolation,  and  to  provide  disinfectants 
and  all  other  necessary  arrangements.  On  the 
30th  of  October,  all  the  quarantine  offices  were 
closed,  and  the  board  of  inspectors  dismissed. - 
Ishikawa  Ken. — Cholera  having  appeared  in 
the  localities  of  Kyoto  and  Osaka,  quarantine 
stations  were  established  on  the  boundary  at 
necessary  intervals,  on  the  19tli  of  May.  On 
the  28tli  of  May  and  the  3rd  of  June  respec¬ 
tively,  cases  of  cholera  had  occurred  which 
were  of  a  violent  character,  the  victim  dying 
within  a  few  hours.  Hence,  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  its  further  propagation,  strict  measures 
were  taken  as  to  the  disinfection  of  the  houses 
in  which  the  diseass  had  occurred,  and  also  in 
the  cremation  of  the  dead  bodies  of  the  victims. 
It  is  supposed,  as  this  was  the  first  appearance 
of  cholera  in  the  this  jurisdiction,  that  the  two 
persons  referred  to,  had  brought  the  germs 
of  disease  with  them  from  Kyoto  or  Osaka, 
having  been  said  to  have  passed  through  those 
localities  while  traveling.  Accordingly,  on  the 
3rd  of  June,  central  and  branch  offices  for 
quarantine  business  were  established,  a  board  of

inspectors  organized  and  an  order  of  procedure 
given  for  the  establishing  of  a  quarantine 
hospital  and  an  isolated  house.  Members  of 
the  police  force  were  despatched  to  different 
places,  to  attend  to  the  instructions  for  clean¬ 
ing  both  the  exteriors  and  interiors  of  all  the 
houses,  and  especially  to  see  to  the  state  of  the 
privies,  scavenger  accumulations,  drains  and  the 
surroundings  of  wells.  They  were  also  required- 
to  make  immediate  report  of  any  case  of  purg¬ 
ing  and  vomiting  that  might  come  under  their 
notice.  Committees  of  capable  persons  were 
formed  with  10  or  20  houses  under  the  care  of 
each  committee,  the  inhabitants  being  required 
to  accept  the  advice  and  follow  the  instructions 
of  these  officers.  In  the  month  of  July,  as 
the  disease  began  to  give  indications  of  spread¬ 
ing,  active  measures  were  taken  for  a  thorough 
cleansing,  and  all  wells  the  waters  of  which 
were  at  all  impure,  were  closed  up  and  com¬ 
munication  with  the  infected  parts  prohibited. 

On  the  2nd  of  July,  the  use  of  rivers  whose 
purity  was  doubtful,  for  drinking,  swimming  or 
fishing,  was  prohibited.  After  the  27tli,  popular 
amusements,  stalls  open  at  night  on  the  streets, 
religious  celebrations  and  all  things  calculated 
to  attract  crowds  of  people  were  forbidden. 
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On  the  28tli,  the  whole  jurisdiction  having 
been  declared  infected  with  cholera,  the 
strictest  measures  were  carried  out  in  regard 
to  disinfecting  and  cleansing. 

On  the  29  th  of  November,  the  central 
quarantine  station  was  discontinued. 

Kochi  Ken. — On  the  19th  of  May,  the 
central  quarantine  station  was  established  and 
a  board  of  inspectors  organized.  On  the  20th, 
as  the  cholera  had  appeared  in  the  ken  of  Toku¬ 
shima  and  Ehime,  the  officers  of  the  villages 
on  the  boundaries  were  instructed  to  look  into 
the  condition  of  the  travelers  who  arrived  from 
those  localities.  They  were  also  required  to 
take  the  strictest  measures  of  prevention  and 
disinfection,  and  to  report  every  case  of  cholera 
or  anything  resembling  that  disease. 

On  the  1st  of  July,  an  order  was  given  to 
repair  the  damaged  portions  of  the  surround¬ 
ings  of  wells,  to  improve  the  drains,  to  disperse 
all  stagnant  pools  of  water,  to  cleanse  the 
scavenger  accumulations,  and  to  remove  the 
contents  of  privy  vaults,  making  a  thorough 
renovation  of  all  such  places. 

On  the  2Gth,  quarantine  hospitals  were 
established  at  Kochi  and  at  the  village  of 
Shioe  in  Tosa  gun. 
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On  the  27th,  as  there  were  indications  of 
the  spread  of  the  disease  in  the  village  of 
Godaiyama  in  Nagaoka  gun ,  all  communication 
with  this  place  was  prohibited.  On  the  29th 
the  disease  had  spread  over  the  two  gun  of 
Tosa  and  Nagaoka,  thereupon  all  assemblages, 
such  as  religious  celebrations  and  popular 
amusements  were  forbidden,  also  picnics  and 
excursions  to  Kagami-Kawara.  These  prohibi¬ 
tions  were  soon  extended  to  every  gun. 

It  was  discovered,  that  on  the  31st,  some 
one  had  thrown  infected  matter  into  a  sewer, 
which  was  in  use  in  the  part  of  Tosa  gun, 
between  Hon-cho  and  Suido-cho.  It  was  there¬ 
fore  ordered  that ,  the  use  of  the  river  into 
which  that  sewer  emptied,  should  be  prohibited 
for  swimming  or  washing  purposes.  On  the 
6th  of  August  the  Bon-Matsuri  (Buddhist 
Feast)  was  ordered  to  be  postponed.  On 
the  18th,  a  thorough  cleansing  was  ordered 
throughout  the  jurisdiction.  Toward  the  end 
of  October,  the  disease  had  so  much  decreased 
that  all  prohibitions  were  dissolved. 

Hokkaido  Cho . — Hakodate  Branch  Office - 
On  the  19th  of  May,  a  disinfecting  station 
was  opened  and  vessels  coming  from  the  in¬ 
fected  localities  were  inspected.  On  the  24th, 
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a  quarantine  business  office  was  established 
within  the  central  police  station.  On  the  5th 
of  June  the  ku  of  Hakodate  received  a  thorough 
cleansing.  On  the  17th  of  July,  the  two  ships 
“Niigata  Mam  ”  and  “  Harima  Maru”  each 
having  arrived  in  port  with  a  case  of  cholera 
on  board,  a  quarantine  hospital  was  opened 
and  the  patients  admitted,  while  the  proper 
means  of  disinfection  were  employed  in  regard 
to  the  other  passengers,  the  crew  and  the 
cabins  of  each  ship.  A  house  for  temporary 
isolation  was  established  at  Higashi-Kawacho 
in  Hakodate  ku,  whither  the  family  and 
neighbors  of  cholera  patients  could  be  removed, 
while  their  houses  were  being  thoroughly 
disinfected. 

On  the  28th  of  August,  the  province  of 
Oshima,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hakodate 
Branch  Office  was  formally  declared  to  be 
infected  with  cholera.  The  quarantine  stations 
were  closed  and  the  inspection  of  vessels  dis¬ 
continued  :  but  for  the  convenience  and  protec¬ 
tion  of  those  who  visit  ships  at  anchor,  the 
infected  vessels  were  required  to  hang  out  a 
red  Hag,  and  the  non-infected  vessels  a  white 
flag  at  their  sterns.  On  the  8th  of  September, 
all  religious  assemblies,  theatres  and  popular 
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entertainments  were  prohibited  in  the  province 
of  Oshima.  On  the  13th  of  November,  the 
quarantine  business  station  with  its  branches 
was  closed  and  the  board  of  inspectors  dis¬ 
missed. 

Nemuro  Branch  Office. — On  the  19th  of  May, 
a  quarantine  business  station  was  estab¬ 
lished  and  measures  taken  for  inspection.  On 
the  22nd  of  July,  a  thorough  cleansing  was 
made,  and  physicians  were  required  to  im¬ 
mediately  report  any  case  of  cholera  or  any 
disease  resembling  cholera  which  came  under 
their  notice.  On  the  13th  of  December,  the 
quarantine  business  station  was  closed. 

Sapporo  Central  Office. — On  the  8th  of  July, 
the  “  Unohi  Mura,”  a  sailing  vessel  from  the 
port  of  Hyogo  brought  the  corpse  of  a  victim 
of  the  cholera  into  the  harbor  of  Otaru. 

More  than  270  emigrants  having  taken  pas¬ 
sage  on  the  same  vessel,  it  was  thought  neces- 
sary  to  detain  them  for  48  hours  outside  the 
harbor,  after  which  they  were  removed  to  an 
isolated  house  on  a  hill  in  Sakai-cho,  Otaru 
gun.  Several  days  having  elapsed  since  their 
confinement,  and  no  case  having  occurred,  they 
were  released.  On  the  21st,  it  was  discovered 
that  some  one  had  thrown  infected  matter  into 
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the  Katsuna  River,  and  consequently  either 
fishing  in  that  river  or  selling  the  fish  caught 
in  it,  were  forbidden  on  the  21st  of  August. 
On  the  28th  of  August,  a  quarantine  business 
station  was  established  at  the  Central  Office 
and  a  board  of  inspectors  organized. 

The  quarantine  business  station  was  dis¬ 
continued  on  the  15th  of  November. 

Shimane  Ken. — On  the  20th  of  May,  as  there 
were  indications  of  the  spread  of  cholera  in 
the  jurisdiction  of  Hiroshima  ken,  quarantine 
station  were  established  on  the  boundary.  ( )n 
the  10th  of  July,  a  central  quarantine  station 
was  established  and  a  board  of  inspectors  was 
organized.  On  the  23rd,  religious  celebrations 
and  public  entertainments  were  forbidden  in 
the  city  of  Matsue.  On  the  same  day,  as  there 
were  indications  of  the  prevalence  of  cholera 
in  the  city  of  Matsue,  fishing,  washing  in  and 
drinking  of  the  river  which  passes  through  the 
city,  were  forbidden,  and  these  prohibitions 
were  afterwards  extended  to  other  rivers  which 
pass  through  the  infected  regions.  On  the 
29th  of  August,  as  the  disease  gradually  spread 
over  the  jurisdiction,  religious  celebrations, 
public  entertainments  and  all  other  assemblages 
of  the  people  were  prohibited. 


On  Ihe  3 1  st,  communication  with  Oura,  in 
the  village  of  Isotalce,  Nima  g un,  province  of 
Iwami,  was  prohibited.  Toward  the  end  of 
September,  the  disease  gradually  declined  and 
thereupon  the  branch  and  sub -quarantine  sta¬ 
tions  were  discontinued.  On  the  15th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  the  central  quarantine  station  was  closed. 

Fukuoka  Ken. — On  the  21st  of  May,  as 
Kiku  gun  was  in  frequent  communication  with 
the  infected  localities,  the  passengers  of  the 
different  vessels  were  forbidden  to  land,  except¬ 
ing  at  Tanoura,  Osato  and  Kokura.  On  the 
22nd,  a  report  having  been  received  of  the 
appearance  of  cholera  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  port  of  Fusan  in  Corea,  instructions  were 
given  to  take  active  measures  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  health,  and  every  station  for  the  in¬ 
spection  of  vessels  was  ordered  to  put  into 
practice  thorough  measures  for  disinfection 
according  to  the  regulations.  On  the  Gth  of 
July,  religious  celebrations,  theatres,  public 
entertainments  and  all  other  assemblages  of 
the  people  were  prohibited  for  a  time  in  the  six 
gun  of  Kiku,  Kyoto,  Nakatsu,  Tsuiki,  Kouge  and 
<  )nga,  which  prohibitions  were  afterward  ex¬ 
tended  to  the  whole  jurisdiction.  On  the  same 
day  a  central  quarantine  station  was  established 


and  a  board  of  inspectors  organized.  On  the 
12th,  strict  sanitary  measures  were  ordered  to 
be  enforced  in  every  city  and  the  neighboring 
places.  As  a  great  number  of  people  were 
employed  in  buildings  where  the  ‘  Hotategai,5 
a  kind  of  nautilus  is  prepared  for  market,  and 
where,  especially  at  night,  many  people  con¬ 
gregate,  its  preparation  was,  from  the  4th  of 
August,  temporarily  forbidden.  Towards  the 
end  of  October,  the  disease  decreased  in  violence 
so  much  that  all  prohibitions  were  withdrawn 
and  the  central  quarantine  station  was  closed. 

Saga  Ken. — On  the  25th  of  May,  a  building 
for  disinfection  was  established  and  two  offices 
of  Higashi  and  Nishi-Matsura  gun  were  in¬ 
structed  to  provide  a  quarantine  hospital  in 
case  of  emergency.  On  the  16tli  of  July, 
central  and  branch  quarantine  stations  were 
established  and  a  board  of  inspectors  organized. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  same  month,  as  there 
were  indications  of  the  spread  of  cholera  in 
Higashi  Matsura  gun,  religious  celebrations  and 
public  entertainments  were  prohibited  for  a 
time,  which  prohibitions  were  afterwards  ex¬ 
tended  to  other  gun.  On  the  22nd,  physicians 
were  instructed  to  report  immediately  when 
patients  in  whom  both  vomiting  and  purging 
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were  present,  came  under  their  notice.  On  the 
same  day  disinfecting  stations  were  established 
in  the  gun  of  Ogi  and  Nishi-Matsura,  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  measures  for  disinfection  on 
passengers  and  goods  coming  from  Higashi- 
Matsura  gun.  On,  the  8th  of  October,  the 
central  quarantine  station  was  closed  and  the 
board  of  inspectors  dismissed. 

Miyazaki  Ken. — On  the  4th  of  June,  a  case 
of  cholera  appeared  in  the  town  of  Mimizu  in 
Koyu  gun,  and  as  the  disease  showed  an  inclina¬ 
tion  to  spread,  communication  with  other  parts 
was  immediately  prohibited.  On  the  8th,  a 
central  quarantine  station  was  established  and 
a  board  of  inspectors  was  organized.  A  station 
was  also  opened  at  the  town  of  Mimizu  for  the 
sending  out  of  inspectors.  On  the  17th,  as 
the  disease  had  disappeared  in  the  town  of 
Mimizu  the  prohibitions  respecting  communica¬ 
tion  were  withdrawn,  and  the  station  for  send¬ 
ing  out  inspectors  was  discontinued.  From 
the  2nd  of  August,  orders  were  given  to  report 
immediately,  if  a  case  of  vomiting  and  purging 
was  discovered.  On  the  25th  of  November, 
the  central  quarantine  station  and  the  stations 
for  the  inspection  of  vessels  at  the  various 
ports  were  closed. 
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Chiba  Ken. — On  the  7tli  of  June,  instruction 
was  given  to  repair  and  cleanse  the  wells  and 
drains  in  the  populous  cities  and  also  in  the 
towns  and  villages  where  there  were  cholera 
cases  last  year.  In  the  month  of  July,  as  there 
were  indications  of  the  disease  in  Sakura  Hon¬ 
cho,  Imba  gun,  communication  was  prohibited. 
On  the  19th,  a  quarantine  station  was  estab¬ 
lished  and  a  board  of  inspectors  organized  which 
afterwards  became  the  central  quarantine  sta¬ 
tion.  After  this,  whenever  there  were  indica¬ 
tions  of  the  spread  of  the  disease,  communica¬ 
tion  was  in  all  cases  prohibited.  On  the  21st 
of  August,  religious  celebrations  and  other  as¬ 
semblages  of  the  people  were  forbidden.  On  the 
2nd  of  December,  the  disease  having  disappeared, 
the  central  quarantine  station  was  discontinued. 

Fukushima  Ken. — On  the  7th  of  June,  central 
and  branch  quarantine  stations  were  estab¬ 
lished,  and  a  board  of  inspectors  was  organized. 
In  the  early  part  of  August,  as  there  were  in¬ 
dications  of  a  gradual  spread  of  the  disease, 
physicians  were  instructed  to  report  all  cases 
of  cholera  morbus  or  other  such  diseases  which 
came  under  their  notice,  and  those  who  knew 
of  such  patients  were  required  to  report  them 
at  once. 
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From  the  10th  of  October,  a  thorough  cleans¬ 
ing  was  ordered  to  be  made  in  all  parts  of  the 
jurisdiction.  Afterward,  the  disease  gradually 
disappeared  so  that  there  was  no  fear  of  its 
re -appearance.  On  the  17th  of  November,  the 
central  quarantine  office  was  closed. 

Aichi  Ken. — As  cases  of  cholera  successively 
appeared  showing  an  inclination  to  spread  in 
the  city  of  Nagoya  and  its  neighboring  gun , 
quarantine  stations,  both  central  and  branch, 
were  established  and  a  board  of  inspectors  was 
organized  on  the  9th  of  June. 

On  the  17th,  religious  celebrations,  theatres, 
public  entertainments  and  meetings  of  all  kinds 
were  prohibited  for  a  time  in  Nagoya,  Atsuta 
and  the  neighboring  towns.  On  the  24th, 
quarantine  hospitals  were  erected  in  the 
villages  of  Chigusa  and  Nishi-Atsuta  in  Aichi 
gun,  and  houses  set  apart  for  isolation  at 
various  places.  On  the  8th  of  November,  the 
quarantine  hospitals  and  the  central  station 
were  closed,  and  the  board  of  inspectors  was 
dissolved. 

Gumma  Ken. — A  special  committee  for  the 
management  of  all  business  connected  with 
the  epidemic  was  constituted  on  the  10th  of 
June.  On  the  26th  of  July,  a  central  qua-

routine  station  was  established.  On  the  29th, 
inspection  stations  were  established  on  the 
railway  wherever  deemed  necessary.  On  the 
16th  of  August,  as  there  were  indications  of 
the  extension  of  the  disease  in  Nagano  ken,  a 
quarantine  station  was  established  at  the  town 
of  Sakamoto  to  inspect  travelers,  and  after¬ 
wards,  another  in  Azuma  gun,  as  there  were 
indications  of  the  disease  also  spreading  in 
Niigata.  On  the  1 5th  of  November,  the  disease 
in  the  neighboring  ken  having  declined,  the 
central  and  all  other  quarantine  stations  were 
discontinued,  the  board  of  inspectors  being- 
dissolved  at  the  same  time. 

Nagano  Ken. — In  the  middle  of  June,  as 
there  were  cases  of  cholera  in  the  neighboring 
ken ,  privies,  drains  and  other  such  receptacles 
were  ordered  to  be  thoroughly  cleaned.  On 
the  31st  of  July,  a  central  quarantine  station 
was  established  and  a  board  of  inspectors 
organized,  and  in  each  infected  district,  a  sta¬ 
tion  for  the  despatch  of  inspectors,  and  also  a 
quarantine  hospital,  were  erected.  On  the 
same  day,  as  there  were  indications  of  the 
spread  of  cholera  in  Niigata  and  Toyama  ken 
quarantine  stations  were  established  at  three 
•  places  on  the  borders  of  the  jurisdiction  to  in- 
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spect  passengers  and  goods.  On  the  7 tli  of 
August,  the  sale  of  fish  which  came  from 
Naoetsu  in  Niigata  ken  was  forbidden,  as  the 
cholera  prevailed  in  that  locality.  On  the 
11th,  religious  celebrations,  public  entertain¬ 
ments  and  other  assemblages  of  the  people 
were  forbidden  in  the  gun  of  Kami-Minauchi  on 
■account  of  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  and 
these  prohibitions  were  subsequently  extended 
to  the  gun  of  Shimo-Takai  and  Kita-Saku. 
Towards  the  month  of  September,  the  disease 
gradually  spread  over  the  jurisdiction  and 
consequently,  religious  celebrations,  public 
entertainments  and  other  assemblages  were 
forbidden  in  all  infected  districts.  In  the 
latter  part  of  October,  all  prohibitions  were 
withdrawn.  On  the  11th  of  November,  the 
•central  quarantine  station  was  discontinued. 

Akita  Ken. — On  the  15th  of  June,  an  office 
for  the  use  of  the  committee  for  the  preven¬ 
tion  of  epidemic  diseases  was  established 
to  manage  all  business  connected  with  the 
epidemic.  On  the  16th,  the  district  officials 
of  Akita  were  called  together  and  instructed 
in  regard  to  measures  for  the  prevention  of  the 
disease,  and  also,  as  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
measures  for  cleansing  drains,  privies  and  other 
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such  places.  On  the  25th  of  July,  the  office 
of  the  committee  for  the  prevention  of  epidemic 
diseases  was  changed  into  the  central  qua¬ 
rantine  station,  and  a  board  of  inspectors 
was  organized.  As  the  disease  showed  an 
inclination  to  spread  over  almost  the  whole 
jurisdiction,  on  the  14th,  the  number  of  in¬ 
spectors  was  increased  by  222,  and  also  28 
special  policemen  were  sworn  in.  Moreover, 
branch  quarantine  stations  were  established  at 
various  places  in  the  gun  of  Yamamoto,  Yuri 
and  Hiraga,  whither  inspectors  were  despatched 
in  order  to  carry  out  the  measures  of  preven¬ 
tion  and  disinfection.  Again,  in  the  populous 
villages,  inspectors  were  sent  around  frequently 
to  instruct  every  one  how  to  take  care  of  him¬ 
self.  On  the  15th,  all  public  entertainments 
and  assemblages  of  the  people  were  forbidden 
and  land  quarantine  stations  were  established 
whenever  deemed  necessary,  to  inspect  the 
passengers.  At  times  a  chief  medical  inspector 
was  ordered  to  inspect  the  quarantine  stations, 
or  to  give  instructions  as  to  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  and  disinfection.  Afterward,  from  the 
beginning  of  October,  the  disease  decreased 
and  there  were  so  few  cases  that  the  central 
quarantine  station  was  closed  on  the  12th. 
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Niigata  Ken. — In  the  month  of  June  the 
police  were  instructed  to  examine  each  house, 
and  give  orders  to  thoroughly  clean  the  drains, 
privies  and  all  such  places.  As  the  cholera 
appeared  in  the  vicinity  of  Toyama,  a  land 
quarantine  station  was  established  at  the 
village  of  Ichifuri  in  Nislii-Kubiki  gun.  On 
the  17  th  of  July,  a  case  of  a  violent  nature 
suddenly  occurred  in  the  village  of  Tsutsuishi 
in  Nishi-Kubiki  gun,  so  that  some  of  the 
sanitary  officers,  chiefs  of  police,  physicians 
and  policemen  were  immediately  despatched 
thither.  On  the  22nd,  a  central  quarantine 
station  was  established  and  a  board  of  in¬ 
spectors  was  organized ;  quarantine  stations 
were  also  established  wherever  they  were 
necessary,  and  communication  with  other 
places  was  prohibited.  Moreover,  religious 
celebrations,  theatres,  wrestling  matches  and 
public  entertainments  of  all  kinds,  were  pro¬ 
hibited  ;  unripe  fruit  and  indigestible  things 
were  forbidden  to  be  sold  and  the  Bon-Matsuri 
was  ordered  to  be  postponed.  On  the  19th  of 
August,  schools  and  markets  in  the  infected 
towns  and  villages  were  closed.  But  the  poor 
people  did  not  appreciate  the  importance  of 
these  measures  so  that  the  disease  continued 
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to  rage  so  violently  that  many  of  the  farmers, 
artisans,  and  merchants,  lost  all  trade.  Con¬ 
sequently,  rice  was  dealt  out  to  the  very  poorest 
and  they  were  instructed  as  to  the  necessity 
of  disinfection  at  the  same  time.  After  Sep¬ 
tember,  the  disease  somewhat  declined.  On- 
the  19th  of  October,  all  the  branch  stations 
were  closed,  and  also  the  quarantine  hospital, 
and  the  whole  neighborhood  was  thoroughly 
disinfected.  On  the  5th  of  November,  this 
jurisdiction  was  declared  free  from  infection. 
On  the  8th,  the  central  quarantine  station 
was  closed  and  the  board  of  inspectors  was 
dissolved.  Fearing  the  re-appearance  of  the 
disease,  a  further  thorough  cleansing  was  made 
towards  the  end  of  the  same  month. 

Sait  am  a.  Ken. — Report  being  made  of  the 
appearance  of  cholera  in  the  localities  of 
Tokushima,  Kyoto  and  Osaka,  orders  were 
immediately  given  to  repair  and  clean  the 
drains  and  all  such  places.  Afterwards,  when 
the  disease  appeared  in  Yokohama  and  Tokyo, 
the  secretaries  of  the  gun  along  the  railroad 
were  called  together  on  the  6tli  of  July,  to 
consult  with  reference  to  establishing  quaran¬ 
tine  and  disinfecting  stations.  In  the  middle 
of  the  month,  a  board  of  inspectors  was 
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organized  and  a  central  quarantine  station  was 
established.  Moreover,  quarantine  stations 
were  established  at  the  railway  stations  and 
other  places  of  importance.  In  the  first  part 
of  August,  some  cases  appeared  and  showed 
an  inclination  to  spread  in  the  localities  of  the 
village  of  Irumagawa  in  Iruma  gun,  and  the 
village  of  Tokichi  in  Kara  gun  in  this  jurisdic¬ 
tion.  On  the  13th  of  August,  the  ‘  Mikoshi,’ 
(a  sacred  car  in  which  the  mirror,  the  paper 
and  the  image  which  represents  the  Kami,  is 
taken  out  in  processions  and  festivals)  and  all 
such  ornamental  cars  were  forbidden  to  be 
brought  out  on  the  occasions  of  religious 
celebrations,  and  the  various  shows  and  public 
booths  were  also  forbidden,  as  well  as  all 
public  assemblages  of  the  people.  On  the 
22nd  of  December,  the  central  quarantine 
station  was  discontinued. 

Aomori  Ken. — As  there  was  an  appearance 
of  cholera  in  the  village  of  Fuka-ura  in  Nishi- 
Tsugaru  gun  on  the  22nd  of  July,  on  the  same 
day,  a  central  quarantine  station  was  establish¬ 
ed  within  the  Kencho  and  branch  stations 
at  Ajigasawa  and  Fuka-ura  and  a  board  of 
inspectors  was  organized  in  order  to  manage 
the  business  connected  with  the  epidemic.  On 
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the  11  tli  of  August,  a  case  having  appeared  in 
Kita-Tsugaru  gun,  a  branch  station  was  estab¬ 
lished  there.  After  this,  branch  or  detached 
stations  were  established  at  all  necessary 
places,  or  those  already  existing  were  removed 
to  infected  localities.  On  the  12th,  a  station 
was  established  at  the  village  of  Seki,  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  measures  of  inspection 
and  disinfection  on  those  coming  from  Akita 
hen.  On  the  4th  of  September,  all  public 
assemblages  of  the  people  such  as  religious 
celebrations  were  prohibited.  On  the  18th  of 
November,  as  the  disease  had  disappeared 
from  all  parts  of  the  jurisdiction,  all  the 
branch  stations  were  discontinued.  On  the 
19tli,  a  thorough  cleansing  was  ordered  to  be 
made  in  all  parts  of  the  jurisdiction,  so  as  to 
stamp  out  the  germs  of  the  disease  effectually. 
On  the  7th  of  January,  of  the  20th  year  of 
Meiji  (1887)  the  central  quarantine  station  was 
closed. 

Tottoei  Ken. — On  the  30th  of  July,  as  the 
cases  increased  in  number  in  the  town  of  Sakai 
in  Aimi  gun,  a  disinfecting  station  was  estab¬ 
lished  between  Sakai  and  Yoneko  to  carry  out 
the  measures  of  disinfection  on  travellers. 
On  the  8th  of  August,  in  consequence  of  the 
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gradual  extension  of  tlie  disease  in  the  villages 
of  Aimi  gun,  such  villages  were  instructed  to 
confer  together  as  how  to  best  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  From  the  14th,  physi¬ 
cians  were  required  to  report  all  cases  of 
patients  with  in  dication  of  cholera.  On  the 
21st,  the  people  of  the  village  of  Kamimiclii 
in  Aimi  gun,  province  of  Hold,  set  apart  a 
disinfecting  station  for  public  use.  On  the 
19th  of  November,  the  central  and  branch 
quarantine  stations  were  discontinued. 

Tochigi  Ken. — On  the  30th  of  July,  a 
quarantine  business  station  was  established. 
On  the  5th  of  August  further  quarantine  sta¬ 
tions  were  established  at  the  railway  stations. 
On  the  6th,  the  town  of  Tochigi  with  66  other 
towns  or  villages  in  Shimo-Tsuga  gun  and  the 
village  of  Sekoda  with  11  other  villages  in 
Sainukawa  gun  being  declared  to  be  infected 
with  cholera,  all  public  assemblages  of  the 
people,  such  as  religious  celebrations,  theatres 
and  popular  entertainments  were  prohibited. 
On  the  7th,  a  thorough  cleansing  was  carried 
out  and  afterwards,  as  the  disease  declined, 
the  quarantine  stations  were  gradually  discon¬ 
tinued.  On  the  6th  of  September,  all  prohibi¬ 
tions  were  removed,  and  on  the  25tli  of  Novem- 
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ber,  the  central  quarantine  bussiness  station 
was  closed. 

Yamanashi  Ken. — As  the  cholera  prevailed 
in  the  localitities  of  Kyoto,  Osaka  and  Hyogo, 
the  chief  officers  of  police  stations  and  the 
secretaries  of  the  guns  who  were  especially 
engaged  in  sanitary  business,  were  called  to¬ 
gether  to  consult  as  the  best  methods  of  carry¬ 
ing  out  measures  of  prevention  and  disinfection. 
In  the  month  of  August,  indications  of  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease  appeared  in  the  port 
of  Yokohama,  Kanagawa  ken,  and  sanitary 
officers  were  sent  there  to  inquire  into  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  town.  On  the  13th 
of  September,  several  cases  broke  out  at  once 
in  the  village  of  Koyaina  in  Kita-Ivoma  gun , 
and  the  disease  rapidly  spread  to  the  neighbor¬ 
ing  village  called  Seitetsu  ;  consequently,  the 
two  villages  were  forbidden  to  communicate 
with  other  parts.  On  the  11th  of  October,  as 
the  disease  gradually  declined  in  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  the  quarantine  stations  were  discontinued, 
one  after  another,  and  the  board  of  inspectors 
was  dissolved.  On  the  15th,  orders  were 
issued  to  carry  out  strict  measures  of  cleansing, 
dredging  and  repairing  of  houses  and  drains, 
not  only  in  the  towns  and  villages  where  many 
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cholera  cases  had  occurred,  but  also  in  those 
•where  there  were  only  scattered  cases. 

Yamagata  Ken. — On  the  7th  of  August,  a 
central  quarantine  station  was  established  and 
a  board  of  inspectors  organized.  Other  station 
were  subsequently  established  as  the  disease 
spread,  to  carry  out  preventive  measures. 
Again,  quarantine  hospitals  or  houses  were 
established  at  the  important  places  in  each 
gun.  On  the  11th,  the  sale  of  indigestible  fish, 
vegetables,  fruits,  and  things  fried  in  oil,  was 
forbidden.  After  the  8th  of  October,  the  number 
of  cases  having  decreased,  the  quarantine  sta¬ 
tions  were  gradually  discontinued.  On  the 
22nd  of  November,  the  central  quarantine  sta¬ 
tion  was  closed. 

Iwate  Iven. — As  soon  as  the  report  of  the 
prevalence  of  cholera  in  the  jurisdictions  of 
Kyoto  fu,  Osaka  fit,  and  Hyogo  ken,  was 
received,  a  thorough  cleansing  was  ordered  to 
be  made  in  all  parts  of  the  jurisdiction,  and 
stations  to  inspect  vessels  were  established  at 
the  various  ports.  In  the  middle  of  August, 
as  there  were  signs  of  the  prevalence  of  cholera 
in  the  neighboring  ken,  land  quarantine  stations 
were  established  at  the  village  of  Hashiba  in 
Minami  Iwate  gun  and  other  places,  and  a 
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board  of  inspectors  was  organized.  On  the 
4th  of  September,  15  cases  suddenly  appeared 
in  the  village  of  Hakozaki  in  Minami-Hei  gun, 
and  soon  extended  to  the  other  villages.  Ac-’ 
cordingly  officers  were  despatched  to  oversee 
the  quarantine  stations,  and  orders  were  issued 
to  report  all  cases  where  cholera  indications 
were  present,  to  dredge  the  drains  and  to  forbid 
religious  festivals,  theatres,  and  all  public 
assemblages  of  the  people  in  and  around  the 
infected  region.  On  the  17th  of  November, 
the  disease  had  entirely  disappeared.  During 
its  prevalence,  communication  was  prohibited 
in  5  places,  and  8  quarantine  hospitals  were 
established.  In  December,  as  the  disease  had 
declined  in  every  fu  and  ken,  all  the  quarantine 
stations  were  discontinued. 

Miyagi  Ken. — On  the  28tli  of  August,  as  the 
two  ken  of  Akita  and  Yamagata  had  been 
declared  to  be  infected  with  cholera,  quarantine 
stations  were  established  at  necessary  places  on 
land  to  carry  out  the  measures  of  inspection 
on  passengers  and  goods.  On  the  31st,  a 
quarantine  business  station  was  established 
and  a  board  of  inspectors  was  organized.  In 
September,  cases  appeared  in  the  village  of 
Shiogama  in  Miyagi  gun ,  and  showed  an  in- 
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clination  to  spread,  accordingly,  a  temporary 
quarantine  station  and  hospital  was  established 
and  measures  of  prevention  and  disinfection 
were  carried  out  in  each  house,  and  communica¬ 
tion  was  forbidden.  On  the  25th  of  September, 
the  quarantine  business  station  was  changed 
into  the  central  quarantine  station.  On  the 
5th  of  October,  cases  occurred  in  the  military 
garrison  at  Sendai,  which  soon  extended  to  the 
gun  of  Tome,  Toda  and  Kuribara,  showing  an 
inclination  to  spread  further.  Hence,  the 
quarantine  stations  on  the  boundary  between 
the  jurisdictions  of  Akita  and  Yamagata  were 
discontinued,  and  inspecting  physicians  were 
despatched  to  engage  in  the  business  of  pre¬ 
vention  and  disinfection  in  the  above-named 
localities.  Toward  the  end  of  November,  the 
disease  gradually  declined  and  the  central 
quarantine  station  was  closed  on  the  14th  of 
December. 

Okinawa  Ken. — Previous  to  the  appearance 
of  cholera,  precautionary  measures  were  taken 
by  establishing  central  and  branch  quarantine 
stations,  hospitals,  and  houses  for  isolation. 
On  the  <Sth  of  September,  physicians  were  in¬ 
structed  to  report  all  cases  where  symptoms  of 
cholera  were  present.  On  the  10th,  fish,  fruits, 
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etc.,  which  were  liable  to  decay,  were  forbidden 
to  be  eaten,  and  the  time  for  removing  refuse 
matter  from  the  houses,  fixed.  From  the  21st 
of  September,  as  the  disease  still  present¬ 
ed  indications  of  spreading,  all  public  as¬ 
semblages  of  the  people,  such  as  theatres,  pop¬ 
ular  entertainments,  etc.,  and  the  old  custom 
of  bone  washing  were  prohibited.  On  the  8th 
of  November,  regulations  for  feeding  swine 
were  made,  and  orders  were  given  to  reconstruct 
and  clean  the  styes.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
same  month,  the  disease  throughout  the 
district  showed  an  inclination  to  decline,  and 
consequently,  the  prohibitions  were  gradually 
removed  and  the  quarantine  stations,  hospitals, 
and  isolated  houses  were  discontinued.
